The dinner moved gracefully through to 
the coffee and cigars, and the patriotism 


when President Roys arose and made his 
opening address. Mr. Roys smiled at the en- 
thusiasm, and when it had subsided a little 
he said: 

A HEARTY WELOOME. 

Gentlemen: Several members of the club 
have asked me whether Mel Fuller was to be 
here. The first toast you will see onthe program 
is the Federal Judiciary,’’ but whether it will 
be responded to by Chief Justice Fuller or Mel- 
ville Fuller I do not know. [Laughter.] The 
Supreme Court overlooks the acts of Congress 
and protects the Constitution. It cries halt to 
the career of revolution and says, “Thus far 
sbalt thou go and no farther.” In ancient times 
the troubled people looked up to the silent 
figure m the tower and cned, “ Watchman 
tell us of the night,” and when the calm voice re- 
plied: All is well,“ they sank tc peaceful and 
secure repose. 

The Supreme Court stands in the Nation's cit- 
adel and its clear, calm voice tells us ali is well. 
Its powers and its fidelity cover the Nauon with 
a coat of mail, impregnable and enduring for- 
ever. It may be proper to formally introduce 
him, but Meiville Fuller needs no introduction 
to you. [Cheers.] Under this familiar roof he 
sits where friendly faces grest him and every 
voice bids him welcome. 

When tne Chief Justice arose, a striking 
figure in the midst of a striking lot of men, 
a friendly and pleasant scene was presented 
to him. For the friends of Mel Fuller and 
the admirers ot the Chief Justice arose to- 
gether. swung their napkins with almost 
riotous enthusiasm, and sent up cueer and 
cheer. 

The Chief Justice blushed in the storm, 
and the tremor in his voice which is always 
present when he begins to speak in public 
was more marked than ever when, having 
bowea his thanks, he addressed his frieods. 

ADDRESS OF THE CHIEF JUSTIOB. 

Chief Justice Fuller said: 

My attachment to the city which has 60 long 
been my home is so sincere that when I pay it a 
flying visit I feel a distinct disinclination to do 
anything more than renew those old associa tions 
which cannot be purchased with gold or place 
and cannot be parted with for either. And as 
the delivery of a set discourse is quite incom- 
patible in my case, with that enjoyment of the 
occasion which I know you wish me to have, 
you will pardon a brevity perbaps not always to 
be found in speeches after dinner. 

A sentiment to the Federal Judiciary is odvi- 
ously appropriate to the celebration of the birth- 
day of Washington, forit was Washington who 
urged upon the Continental Congress, while the 
smoke of Bunker Hill yet lingered in the air, the 
creation of a Federal tribunal with jurisdiction 
coextensive with what were then the United Col- 
onies and Provinces of Great Britain wm North 
America, 

The particular suggestion sprang from the par- 
ticular exigency, but it was pressed with an ear- 
nestness clearly attributable to the conviction 
that a Nation had entered upon the achievement 
of its independence. 

Aud later when the Constitution was put into 
operation Washington with characteristic Sa- 
gacity, foreseeing the great part which the Judi- 
cial nt would play in the development 
of our institutions, called it in his letter tender- 
ing the Chief Justiceship to Jay the keystone 
of the political fabric.“ It is the keystone in that 
through its decisions the fundamental law be- 
comes in reality as well as in name the supreme 
law of the land. 

It is to no purpose, said Marshall, that powers 
are limited and the limitation committed to 
writing if the limits can be at any time passed 
by those intended to be restrained. The de- 
termination of what the law is, the exposition, 
interpretation, and application of the rule de- 
volve upon the Judicial Department, and so it 
is for the Supreme Court to determine the 
validity or invalidity of Congressional or State 
enactment and Governmeutal action when the 
question arises in contested litigation. 

The Virginia plan of the Constitution contem- 
platea a negative by Congress upon State legis- 
lation, but to this Jefferson strongly objected, 
and thought the proper remedy for poconstitu- 
tional laws was to be found ina Federai judi- 
ciary. He subsequently suggested that a nega- 
tive on legislation might be reposed in the Judi- 
cial Department. But the wisdom of the fram- 
ers prescribed the better course in declining to 
confer political power upon that department 
and confining it to the exercise of the judicial 
functions, so that it passes upon the validity of 
laws on Govetumental action only when 
drawn in controversy in the particular case, 
but its judgments, though expending tneir direct 
force npon parties and privies, are accepted as 
authoritative public laws. Nothing has done 
more to commend that department to the con- 
fidence and respect of the people than its scru- 
pulous abstinence from the decision of strictiy 
political questions and its rigid adherence to the 
exercise of none but judicial powers. And it is 
the: acquiescence of the Union and the States, 
the people and their authorities, in the con- 
clusions of the Judicial Department that demon- 
strates the success of popular government, since 
it implies the capacity to observe self-imposed 
restraints. 

I have drifted into this line of remark because 
I wished to call attention to the language of 
Washington expressive of his belief that the 
arch reared with such consummate statesman- 
ship depended for its strength to stand. to resist, 
to bear the weight of ges, upon that department 
as the keystone, which holds the massive blocks 
together, and without which 1t would fall in in- 
distinguishable ruin. 

The same thougnt is contained in the words of 
John Adams when he solicited Jay to accept the 
ermine for the second time: “ The firmest 
curity we can have against the effects of vision- 
ary schemes or fluctuating theories will be in a 
solid judiciary.” 
And it seemsto me thatas the years roll on 
the judiciary gains more and more in the affec- 
tion and trust of the people—the judiciary, Na- 
tional and State, for tne Federal and State courts 
are parts of one whole, and their lights shine 
from the same firmament, 
Alike they seek that understanding heart which 
will enable them to discern between that which 
is good and that which is bad, and so to sit wisely 
in judgment amid this so great a people, the peo- 
ple of George Washington. 

OTHER ADDRESSES, 
The cheers which had greeted Chief-Justice 
Fuller followed nis speech and it was quite a 
while before Col. Roys could make himself 
heard in the tumult. Then he called on Dr. 
Tiffany to say something, and Dr. Tiffany 
said the committee had forgotten the story 
of the hatchet or he would not have been 
forced to speak after the promises that had 
been made. He spokeof the advance Chi- 
cago had made. 
told some New York gentiemen who 
were discussing the advisability uf entering 
New York for the World's Fair that without 
buildings and without a subscripwon Chi- 
cago was the greatestexhibition of civiliza- 
tion the world has ever seen.”’ 
E. G. Mason was down to talk on “‘ Wash- 
ington and the West,” but his absence made 
it necessary to call on some one else, and his 
brotuer, H. B. Mason, took his piace. Mr. 
Mason made an earnest address in which he 
spoke of the enterprise and patriotism of 
Western mén as breathing the spirit of 
American independence which was so strong 
in Gen. Washington.

Secretary Proctor Orders a Court- 
Martial for the Lieutenant. 


CHARGES BEING PREPARED. 


Indignation at the White House Over 
the Injustice to Dell Wild. 


GEN. RUGER NOT COMPLIMENTED. 


Regret That All Concerned in the Outrage 
Oannot Be Punished. 


NONE WILL ESCAPE WITHOUT A REBUKE. 


Wasnineton, D. C., Feb. 22.—[Special. |— 
The following was issued today: 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 22.—Gen. Thomas H. 
Ruger, commanding Department of Dakota: 

As charges will be preferred against Lieut, M. 
F. Steele, Eighth Cavalry, for his treatment of 
Private Wild. Eighth Cavalry, the testimony of 
the latter will be required by the court. So in- 
form Wild, and if he has not the means to main- 
tain himself direct that he be provided with quar- 
ters and subsistence at Fort Snelling. 

REDFIELD PROCTOR, Secretary of War. . 

This order supplementing the one trans 
mitted to Gen. Ruger last night, directing 
the remission of the sentence of Private 
Wild by order of the President, gives a faint 
idea of the storm which is raging at the 
White House and in the War Department. 
President Harrison, Secretary. Proctor, and 
Adjutant-General Kelton are all taking a 
deep personal interest in Private Wild, and 
their indignation is of the kind that will 
make an impression. 

Few occurrences ia the regular army have 
so exercised the present head of the War 
Department, and, indeed, the Presiaent, too, 
as the case of Private Wild, who was yester- 
day released from confinement at the Fort 
Snelling Union Military Prison in obedience 
to a preémptory order from the War Depart- 
ment. 

Did the army regulations admit there is 
little doubt that every member of the court 
which tried and adjudged tne excessive pun- 
ishment from which Wild has just been re- 
leased would be given a dose of the same 
medicine. Tne President and the Secretary 
condemn in the severest terms the action of 
the court, and are not particularly generous 
in their comments upon the action of Gen. 
Ruger in authorizing the detailof Lieut. 
Steele as Judge Advocate to prosecute the 
man against whom he had the grievance. 

The order published this morning admin- 
isters a pretty severe rebuke, but it is mild 
in tone as compared with their expressions 
upon first becoming acquainted with the 
facts as brought out in Tue Triscne publica- 
tion. Their only regret seemed to be that it 
was not possible to court-martial every mem- 
ber of the court. They promptly décided to 
do the next thing practicable—viz. : try Lieut, 
Steele, the officer directly responsible, ana 
to administer a scathing rebuke to others in 
any way connected with the unjust trial ana 
sentence. The detail for the court will be 
announced from the War Department next 
week. It will be composed of officers not in 
any way congected with the affair, and 
against whom there cannot be the slightest 


side or the other. For this reason it was 
deemed prudent to have the selection made 
from this end of the line. The charges 
and specifications are now being prepared 
by Acting Judge-Ad vocate- General Sieber. 
They will be based upon paragraph 8, Ar- 
ticie 1, of the army regulations, which reads: 
“Superiors are forbidden to injure those un- 
der them by tyrannical or capricious con- 
duct or by abusive language.” 
GRATEFUL TO “THE TRIBUNE.” 

The War Department authorities express 
themselves as under many obligations to 
Tus Trisune for bringing this important 
case to their attention. But for the publicity 
given to it it isdoubtful if the leading offi- 
cials would ever have known of this great 
travesty on mulitary jurisprudence. Secre- 
tary Proctor was much provoked.to discover 
that the papers in the case had been on file 
in the War Department for two months and 
more, and that none of his subordinates had 
given them sufficient attention to ascertain 
and report to him the unusual and irregular 
proceedings. In order that he may no 
longer be kept in ignorance of such cases he 
has directed the Judge Advocate General’s 
Department to carefully scrutinize every 
court-martial case received from military de- 
partments, and whenever the slightest incon- 
sistency or injustice is discovered to report the 
fact to him. these instructions are 
strictly complied with, the Secretary will 
soon have his desk laden down with interest- 
ing court-martial cases, unless the action in 
the Wild case will have the wholesome effect 
desired. It doubtless will operate to secure 
better treatment from cfficials toward en- 
listed men, but until a revision of thé articles 
of war that will provide a graduated code of 
punishment for offenses committed is se- 
cured by legislation absurd, inconsistent, 
and unjust sentences are bound to prevail. 

Tne first information the department had 
of anything wrong in the Wild case was 
from Tun TRIBUNE correspondent, who ap- 
plied to the Adjutant General for a copy of 
the court-martial order. That officiai was 
prompt in discovering the gross injustice done 
Wild, and he lost little time in bringing the 
matter to the attention of the Secretary of 
War. who was also struck witb this, to him, 
new and peculiar method of dealing with 
judicial matters in the army. He considered 
the case of sufliciently serious importance 
for the achon of the President, and in that 
opinion he had the support of a number of 
Western Senators, who lost littie time in 
calling on the War Department after becom- 
ing acquainted with the case. The conclusion 
reached by the President, who, in common 
with the Secretary and his assistant at the 
War Office, is determined to see the private 
soldier protected, has already been stated. 


ANOTHER CASE FOR INQUIRY. 


Private Bly Said to Be Serving Out a Sen- 
tence That Is Unjast. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Feb. 22.—[{Special, ]— 
The officers at Fort Snelling had an oppor- 
tunity today to reflect on President Harri- 
son’s order releasing Private Dell Wild as a 
prisoner, and they were more communicative 
than was Gen. Ruger last evening when he 
first learned of the President's action. Even 
the General expressed himself today at some 
length on the matter. The soldiers gave ut- 
terance to gratification at Private Whid’s re. 
lease, though not in a public manner. If the 
story they teil is true there is need for fur. 
ther investigation into courts-martial at tne 
Northwestern posts. 

Col. Mason, the commandant of the post 
at Fort Snelling, was asked today if he had 
anything to say about the Wild case and he 
replied in the negative. He followed this, 
however, with permission to the press rep. 
resentative to visit the soldiers in their quar- 
ters and make inquiries as to their feeling 
ii the matter. This unexpected permit led 
to the statements which might be considered 
of sufficient importance to warrant an in- 
vestigation of the court-martial records 
for the purpose of ascertaining if 
there are not other instances of the 
abuse of power at the posts, as in Private 
Wild’s case.

SCHEME OF A BIG SYNDICATE. 


Wealthy New York Capitalists Wish 
to Invest in Base Ball. 


PROPOSITION MADE TO JOHN B. DAY. 


Offer Was Made Admits It, 


SENSATION IN THE SFORTING WORLD. 


New York, Feb. 22.—[Special.|—The most 
gigantic base-ball deal that has ever been 
heard of is now being carefully considered 
by the once proud magnates of the Na- 


tional Base-Bali League; the men who 
for years ruled the pbase-ball world 
at will; made laws and abolished them 


to suit their convenience; men who could 
make or break a player; men who dictated 
to the minor organizations and who were 
looked up to with awe. These are the menu 
who are now invited to step down and out 
for a consideration of $1,000,000. 

The cry of the league magnates has al-

FATAL BOILER EXPLOSION AT OMAHA. 


Two Men Killed and Many Others Seriourly 
InjJared—The Dead. 

Omana, Neb. Feb. 22.—This morning an 
explosion occurred at the Armour-Cudahv 
packing-house at South Omaha, which re- 
sulted in the instant death of at least one 
man, the subsequent death of another, and 
which may be followed by the death of 
others. The explosion occurred in the boiler 
roomof the old packing-house. ‘here is lo- 
cated a battery of nine boilers, two of whigh 
are reserved. The outside boiler of this bat- 
tery burst, tearing a great hole in the walls 
of the machinery department adjoining. The 
noise of the explosion scon attracted the 
great army of packing-house employés to tne 
scene, where beneath the runs perhaps 
twenty-five men lay wounded. An alarm of 
fire was promptly souoded, and the fire de- 
partment soon arrived on the scene, joining 
forces with the Armour-Cudahy fire depart- 
ment, and the two soon quelled the flames. A 
crowd of 100 men went to work on the adébris, 
hurriedly working to relieve the sufferers, 
and in a short time the dead and injured 
were removed and taken to St. Joseph's 
Hospital.

A few years ago his widow received word 
that her eldest son Seth had become heir to 
the Bellamy estate. One of the conditions 
of the beguest was that he should 
receive no benefit from it until 
he was 9 years old, and then only the inter- 
est should be given him.

Independent Spirit: Separation of State and 
Church— The same spirit that eaused the colon- 
ists ot New England to assert that“ taxation 
without representauion was tyranny,” that led 
also to the Boston Tea Party. has always been 
a tutor in the American character. Independ- 
ence—the right to rule ourselves—has ever been 
telt to de an American sovercign's prerogative. 
We have proposed to administer our own estate, 
and to manage our own home affairs with- 
out interference, and we have deen 
largely confirmed in this inten- 
tion by the millions which Engiaad 
paid at Geneva for an interference while we 
were settling domestic troubles. Mr. Gladstone, 
therefore, though a grand old man, cannot dic- 
tate a policy tor commerce;, nor Pope Leo. 
though he may be a kind old gentleman, the di- 
vision of our public school funds for sectarian 
education. So that though we were colonized 
by extreme religionists—and are both a Christian 
nation and a nation of Christians—no uniwn of 
Church and State has been sible, The civil 
equality existing among men bas not been set at 
nuught by ecciesiasticism, which either dom- 
ineers in the assumption that those who differ 
are necessarily in error or tolerates, which is 
ony a supercilious assertion of superiority. 

mle there is no, union of Church and State 
there is a general recognition of the rights of re- 
ligious organizations to exist and to influence the 
beliefs and lives of men. But no one of these 
organizations is National or can lay claim to be 
eo. None of them can be recognized by the 
State. We recognize churches as bodies having 
corporate existence, which are in this sense 
human prudential inpstitations, or, as most of 
them protess to be, companies of faithful 
men having the form and seeking the 
power of godliness; . but as Americans we 
think that as such they are no more 
entitled to control in civil affairs 
than any other human organizations. They have 
relations to the State, even as the State is bound 
to protect all its citizens in the securing to them 
perty, life, reputation, and religion. The 
tate legislates against evils and wrongs because 
they are harmful to the pubiic good. That is a 
civil function, but to legislate against them be 
cause they are sinful would be a religious func- 
tion, which the State does not possess. The re- 
lation of the churches to the State is that of a 
teacher.of righteousness—that, is a teacher ot 
righteous obedience to justly constituted 
authority. In America we do not 
confoun the idea of religion 
with the idea of the church. We recognize re- 
ligion as a profound spiritual necessity. The 
church as a human expresssion of t or form for 
it. When the church seeks to usurp civil rights it 
is as entirely out of its place as is the State when 
it asserts religious obligatuons. All good citi- 
zens rise iu protest. Men look with equal ab- 
horence on a religious claim to control civil ed- 
ucation, and on a civil claim to protect polygamy 
as a religious rite. 

If religion, expressing itself in church action, 
attempts to enforce conformity to its beliefs and 
creeds and usages by civil legislation, no matter 
how wise the belief, how true the creed, or how 
beneficial the usage, it assumes and arrogates to 
itself functions and powers forbidden by our 
Constitution, and thus it retards progress and in- 
augurates despotism where it ought to proclaim 
liberty. Its utterance must de Liberty through- 
out all the land. to all the inhabitants thereof. 
We have here a free Church in a free State. 
Church and State mutually coliperative, equally 
independent, and the American spiritinsists on 
malntatumg this independence. No churchly rule 
of any sort, whether developed at home or im- 
ported from abroad., can be tolerated. There 
Must be no sectarian appropriation of public 
money. Weean call neither man por church our 
master. This bas developed the idea of personal 
responsibility and the dignity and importance of 
the individual. It has also heiped in the growth 
of the idea of fraternity. So that the worth of man- 
hood and the value of brotherhood have come to 
be recognized as facts. Each has a mutual in- 
terest, each one a personal responsibility. 

Recoguttion ot Fraternity — Immigration — 
Whether the idea of universal brotherhood was 
the result, as some claim, of French philosophy, 
or, as others of us believe, of a Christian develop- 
ment, 16 nota matter to be argued here. But 
that this idea of brotherhood exists among us 
and has largely been a factor in the development 
of ihe American spirit is shown by the fact that 
we have opened our doors to men of all nations 
until there have come among.us some 15,000,000 
of foreigners. The effect of pouring such a vast 
number of people, with foreign ideas, customs, 
conditions, and la 8, into our land, has 
been nearly as great on ourselves as it has been 
on them. They have largely modified our ideas 
and to some considerable extent our institutions. 
Their infivence has awakened the fears of some 
and the hopes of others. Our naturalizanon laws, 
which affords easy access to citizenship, are prob- 
ably the occasion for some future unxiety. But 
the fact is exhibited by the census of 1880 that 
of the foreign-born population 6,679,945 persons 
came from four principal groups of people. 
There were 5,200 more Germans than French and 
Irish combined, 17,787 more French and Irish 
than English, and 526,851 more English than 
from all other sources not already enumerated. 
So that from the stable, conservative, practical 
nations we received a half-million more than 
came to us from the intuitive, emotional, enthu- 
siastic portions of the world, even it all other 
sources were of this character. This exhibits 
such an admixture of elements as to be suggest- 
ive of counterbaiancing influences; and the 
union of those agencies is a marked feature of 
our strength and growth. Rawlinson lays it 
down as a general rule, now almost universally 
admitted by etbnologists, that the mixed races 
of mankind are superior to the pure ones”— 
Saxons. Normans, Danes, Celts, Gauls, Welsh, 
Irish, Huguenots, and Palatinates all entered into 
the orginal stock which pianted liberty on our 
shores, and the infusion of blood that is coming 
to us seem to be of the same character as consti- 
tuted the original. 

There has not as yet been time to test amalga- 
mation or infusion; we have only realized the re- 
sults of contactand attrition, but these results 
are all favorable to the preservation of the gen- 
eral characteristics of the original type. And 
while the general type is preserved there are yet 
to be strains of other bloods infused which may 
improve thestock. This is held by some of tne 
profound thinkers of the world to be indicative 
of future greatness. Mr. Darwin, in his De- 
scent ot Man,” says: There u apparently 
much truth in the belief that the wonderful 
progress of the United States, as well as the 
character of the people, the re- 

of natural selection for the 
energetic, restiess, and cour- 

ugeous men from all parts of Eurnpe Rave emi 
grated during the last ten or twelve generations 
to that great country and there have succeeded 
dest. And Herbert Spencer says that “from 
biological truth it is to be inferred that the 
eventful mixture of the allied varieties of tne 
Aryan race forming the population will produce 
a more powerful type of man than hus hereto- 
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immigrants against another. 

* n = GROWTH. — 
Our perils lie in the pa our progress. 
very En es on which the American spirit has 
manifested itself lead us into dangerous flelds. 
The work by which we have accumulated wealth 
is no longer a nitty to those who have real- 
ized accumulations. In place of its discipline, 
its economy. its thrift, its self-denial, bas neces- 
sarily come luxury and often dissipation. And 
the decadence of the American spirit is manifest 
in ease-loving habits and ostentatious display of 
indolence 80 English, you know.’’ Sturdy Amer- 
ican youth give place to mincing fops of fash- 


gives them ideas of superiority; causin them 
often to Look with Gisdain upon those still toil- 
ing as their own fathers did of old; and so sep- 
arates them into a class, which as it becomes 
large proves to be dangerous to the body politi. 
in proof of this the Rev. H. J. Van Dyke of New 
York is authority for the statement that. From 
the houses on Fifth avenue in the City of New 
York. from Fortieth to Sixty-üfth streets, a dis- 
tance of a mile and a half. only twenty-eight per- 
sons came to vote at an important tion. 
Such indicauons of indifference are criminal. 
„Eternal vigilance is the price of liberty.“ The 
enlargement of such a class is a positive danger 
to society. 

Then again the enormous plethora. of wealth 
acquired by individuals as well as corporations 
throws into their hands a tremendéus power. A 
corporation conscience is a defective prompter 
and an unsafe judge of conduct. Money 
is power and may prove to be a danger- 
ous one; it seeks its own increment, absorbs for 
its own satisfaction, and gathers into itself that 
which should be more widely distributed if its 
better uses are to be realized, So that the very 
first result of a National American spirit which 
we considered involves one of the greatest dan- 
gers to the Republic. 

: LUXURIOUS INDULGENCE. 

This wealth not only puts power into hands 
not necessarily competent to use it aright, but 
develops ease-loving and luxurious living which 
enfeebies, while it extends its influences until it 
poisons and inflames the masses. The enormous 
expenditures for intoxiceuts prove how wide- 
8 ing is the danger. I put away as alto- 
gether unreliable the astounding figures of 
alarmists, and I count as of no importance the 
deciarations of politicians who are seeking in a 
néw party offices and emoluments aot realized in 
former political relations, and remember only 
the fact that from all sources, from the pro 
ducers and consumers and observers 
alike, there is a general consensus tat 
$900,000,000 are annually spent in this country in a 
business which requires no genius; develops no 
industry; and which is, at its best inter- 
pretation, purely indulgence. Nine hundred 
million dollars—a greater amount than Europe 
annually spends for the maintenance of armies 
and fleets—is spent in the liquor traffic in Amer- 
ica. And this traffic, we are told, results in a 
larger percentage of gain to the individuals en- 
gaged in it than any other business or occupa- 
tion Known among us, and, therefore, has more 
money to be freely used in perpetuating its 
own existence. Consequently it is me 
more to de feared. It constitutes a 
National peril. It will not do to say 
that it cannot be abolished, for it might be if we 
would. It will not do to say that prohibition 
does not prohibit, for it does when men will let 
it. There have never been so many violations of 
existing laws as there were votes against the 
enactment of those laws. I speak not of its 
moral issues. I say nothing of its physical harm- 
fulness as against heaith; its social influence as 
against the peate of home; its moral influence 
as against religion and God; but apart from its 
degradation, it results in crime, disease, and 
death, and is a corrupterof the public conscience; 
and isafoe to free institutions; it is a peril to 
the purity of elections; it is an enemy to the in- 
dustry which developed National wealth; it is the 
refuge of the idler and the dissolute. It must go, 
Its name in politics is the saloon. Prohibit it. 


ATTACK ON PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


Another peril to which I call attention is more 
insidious but none the less to be feared. No na- 
tion can maintain law without intelligence; no 
republic depeodent upon the will of the people 
can exist except in anarchy unless law which is 
the willof the 3 is the expression ot en- 
lightened opinion. o argument is needed to 
show that virtue and knowledge are too closely 
wedded to admit the possibility of divorce. An 
intelligent people alone can maintain freedom. 
The people, therefore, must be educated; and by 
the people I mean the masses of society, with- 
out respect to class, condition, color, or religion. 
The life of the Nation is impossible if the school- 
house be not free to all. To guard the suf- 
frages of a free people from the arts of dema- 
gogues, to nerve their hearts against the insid- 
ious encroachnients of men who would buy them- 
selves place and power with the very money of 
the State we must muintain the common school. 
There will be found a cure for dishonesty in pol- 
mies and caste in society. It must be open to all, 
for all need the knowledge there imparted and 
the State needs that they shall have it. Home 
shall teach obedience, and the chureh shall 
teach religion, but the schools sball teach know!l- 
edge. fashioning at the expense of the State the 
minds that must control the destinies of the 
State. 

What answer should be made to the citizen 
who might go to the school-house and say: My 
boy must learn Hebrew’’; he would be told: 
“We do not teach Hebrew. This is a common 
school. He replies: My religion requires me 
to bave him taught Hebrew.“ Well. then hire 
a Hebraist“ So if he must be taught Romanism, 
let him hire a priest, or if be must be taught 
Methodism let him hire a circuit-rider, if one 
can be found; but let him pay for these privi- 
— — himself; let him not take the money con- 
tributed for the public schools to pay for private 
and personal laxuries. Our Govérnment is 
founded on the postulate that there may be in 
the masses of its citizens sufficient intelligence 
and virtue to make wise laws, and faithfuiiy ex- 
ecute them, and no substitute can be found for 
popular intelligence. and no apology or excuse 
should be received from those who on any pre- 
tense would deny it to the masses. 

The State may not teach religion, for that in- 
volves spiritual obligations and concerns rela- 
ons to God; but the State must educate its 
children in all that pertains to duty in the world, 
And we must scrupulously guard ajl attacks, 
open or covert. upon the integrity of our common 
schools. They were once attacked because the 
Bible was read in them; when that objection 
was removed, then they were attacked because 
the Bible was not read in them. It was the sys- 
tem which was the object of both attacks. It is 
the system of the common school which is the 
object of attack today. And, constituting as it 
does the stronghold of our liberties, it .aust be 
defended at every cost and.at every hazard. 

The ancient Greek pointed with pride to the 
matchiess Parthenon as enshtrining the Palladi- 
um of his country, the symbol of Heavenly 
knowledge; but tne preservation of our National 
integrity depends upon the common school 
house. There the minds that rule the Nation are 
fashioned; there the destinies of the Nation are 
determised. There is more to be feared and 


tasks within or their sports without its thresh- 
old than from any other source. And it is re- 
freshing to the lover of freedom to know that our 
American youth are receiving such an education 
as Was never before bestowed on an equal num- 
ber of the human race, for in 1888.7 there were 
11,952,204 pupils enrolied in the pubhe schools. 
This is the safeguard of the suffrages of the peo- 
pie. We must maintain the common school as 
“the high tower. the thick wali, and the moated 
gate of the Republia.“ 

The attack upon the system is systematic. The 

lan of the campaign against it carefully drawn. 

efeated in one direction, it will massits forces 
in another. Foiled in the attempt to apportion 
the public moneys for separated institutions, it 
may seek to place its emissaries in the institu- 
tions already existing, and so control them. With 
a Sagacity almost like inspiration and a persist- 
ency worthy of a better cause, itia bent on se- 
curing the mastery of American youth, in their 
culture, their thoughts, their habits, their pol- 
ities, their religion. Aud it is a long arn that 
reaches for this high prize. It stretéhes from 
across the sea. And whether its name in politics 
be Anglicanism, Methodism, Nibilism, or Ro- 
manism, watch it; smite it; disable it. 


DEFECTIVE BALLOT—SOUTHERN PROBLEM. 

Another veril to the permanance of our insti- 
tutions and to the public peace is found in — 
defective ballot system, where intimidation often 
defeats the honest expression of political opiaion 
and dictation takes the place of private judg- 
ment. Without the free, spontaneous expres- 
son Of individual judgment the result of 
the elective franchise defeats. the 
pose of the voter. 
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utes 4 ma 
be justi ed, Bo 
not regulate such questions. No statute can be 
enacted which could compe! the cultivated and 
educated of either color to associate on terms of 
uality with the uncouth and illiterate of the 
other, Such things are governed by 4 principle 
of natural selection which law does not touch, 
The other side can make no assumption of help- 
less and hopeless inferiority of the rest in view 
of the facts that Touissant ‘L’Overture 
was @ full-blooded negro, Frederick Doug. 
lass a mulat to. Alexandre Dumas 
a Quadroon. and that the honors of classé day in 
the University of Cambridge have this year been 
assigned to a black man. No, the ques has 
not as yet been even made the occasion of a fair 
experiment, and will not be until at least the 
civil rights which citizenship implies have been 
practically accorded, without distinction and 
discrimination based on race or color or pre- 
vious condition of servitude. One thing, how- 
ever, must always be true in a republic, and that 
is the right of the majority to rule and the duty 
of minorities to submit, but at the same time 
each und every one belonging to the minority is 
entitled to all the rights of a citizen, and evan 
claim them at the bar of public justice, 

Let us put ourselves on trial by inquiring: 
“What answer. should the Nation give if any 
large body of its citizens in the Southern States 
should appeal, after this unusual fashion, to the 
National Government?“ We did not come 
here of our own accord; we were brought here as 
captives and soldin the markets. We have not 
staid here of our own choice; we were kept in the 
chains of slavery and in the worse bondage of an 
enforced ignorance. We tilied the flelds and 
raised the crops, even when those who owned 
the fields and used the crops were fighting’ that 
they might retain us under their domination. 
You gave us citizenship, and we rejoiced; you 
gave us schools, and we are paofiting by them; 

ou gave us Dallots, but they do us no 

e are growing in intelligence; we uve 
learned the use of tools and of 
machinery; we are growing in oth- 
er knowledges, for we are learning the power of 
combination and the force of public opinion. 
llliteracy does not inerease among us, nor does 
crime. Our children are as weil educated as any 
class in our community; we are no more Africans 
than our neighbors are Europeans, but we are 
constantly annoyed with the fact that the polis 
are not opened to us; that we aro discriminated 
against because of race and color. We call upon 
the National Government to remove from among 
us those Who are obnoxious to our eyes by reason 
of their pallid complexion and to our ideas of 
justice by their manners and habits. Let Con- 
gress appropriate millions of moneyand sead 
these folks to a land they may call exclusively 
their own,” 

What answer should we make to such appeal? 
Should we not say to the white citizens of the 
South: Tou are as much citizens of the Re- 
public as are your black neighbors, You have as 
much right to the protection of the Republic as 
they have. You formally cousented to bestow 
citizenship upon them, and before the law in 
this land all men are equal. Wewill arm you 
with a defense, We will give rou a secret official 
ballot which your fellow-citizens cannot interpret 
to your prejudice, Let those among you who can 
read prepare their ballots for themselves and 
those who cannot read nor write secure some 
trusty neighbor to help them. Express your po- 
litical sentiments and preferences by the wee of 
such ballots; stand by and see that these 
ballots are <counte/; combine, if need be. 
to put the men elected by these pallots in the 
Nees to which they are chosen. If then there is 
resistance it will be the resistance to popular 
sovereignity, and the State can. constitutionally, 
appeal to the Nation, and the National Govern- 
ment will get as promptiy ia putting down this 
rebeliion as it did efficiently in conquering a 
former one. If we should say this to white men 
we must say it to all men. But why should we 
indulge in anticipation of tumult and disaster? 
Way should not the experiment of simple civil 
justice be fairly and fully tried? Who can doubt 
the issue? The dominant race in the 
South may de as mistaken in the 
matter of the freedmen as their 
fathers were, thirty years ago, with referende 
to the slaves. They survived emancipation, and, 
because of ft, are stronger, richer, than before. 
Insistence upon justice might bring an advance 
on ali their present gains. With long years of 
acknowledged superiority, with the traditions 
banded down from a valiant and chivalrous an- 
cestry, they clearly show the possession of great 
strength. If to this they would add the stately 
courtesy Which attends acknowledged social 
pcsition, and, noblesse oblige,“ seat justice on 
her throne, they might lead the world in solving 
the great problem of universal peace. 


THE FUTURE PROMISES MUUH. 


Iam not au irrational optimist for Ican see 
peril and prépure for jt. am not a timid pes- 
simist for | can meet perils without fear. I am 
aw American citizen of the eighth degree, having 
seven generations of ancestors buried in 
American soil, and I believe in the great future 
of this great land and of the great progress to 
be achieved dy the people who inhabit it: a 
progress which today, ia the language of Mr. 
Bryce. in the American Commonwealth,“ 
“marks the highest level, not only of material 
well-being dut of intelligence and happiness 
whioh the race has yet attained.”’ 

Are perils mountain peaks of danger, ominous, 
threatening disruption’! We shall surmount 
them. They sball yet be beneath our feet. Are 
there pitfails; damp with miasmatic vapors and 
sulphurous exhalations of moral poison? We 
shall pass over them. There may be many 
wrecks to mark our progress. Many a ruin to at- 
test the severity of the conflict, but we shall tri- 
umph, and the flerceness of the antagonism will 
develop strength of character, versatilitv of 
genius, vigor of thought, and elastic bopes of the 
future. These will give us dommance and power 
to control the civilizations 


“When the war-drum throbs no longer, and the 
battie-flags are furled, 

In the parliament of man, in the federation of 
the world.“ 


In the language of Daniel Webster: We 
sball live and not die. The ill-omened sounds of 
fanaticisms shall cease, The ghastly specters of 
secéssion and disunion shall disappear, and the 
enemies of united constitutional liberty, if their 
hatred cannot be appeased, may prepare to have 
their eyeballs seared as 8 behold the steady 
fight of the American Eagle on burnished 
wings for ears and years to come.“ 

Looking upon the coming future we may an- 
ticipate a duy when the mighty tides of popuia- 
tion rolling eastward and westward shall, com- 
mingling, occupy the breadth of the continent, 
when, mindful of past blessings, they shall strive 
for peace and unity; when, instead of the clamor 
of war and the gleaming of arms. there shall rise 
to Heaven the busy hum of industry and the 
waving richness of plenty. The survival of perils 
will cause universal joy. Rum will not ruin; the 
American sehool-house, flying the Auerican flag, 
will shelter and instruct our youth. ‘The lips 
of the priests’ shall keep knowledge,“ but not 
dictate State politics. Ballots, more potent than 
bullets, wil. express the wish of men. 

“Who know their rights, and knowing dare 
maintain.” The attrition of differing origins and 
nationalities shall evolye a new and lofty type of 
character, reliable in all emergencies, hopeful in 
all dangers, serene in all triumphs, Into the 
anthem of such freemen shall enter all the 
chords which have ever been touched in human 
hearts—whether hopes, aspirations, sobs, de- 
spairs, or triumphs. It shall be chanted every- 
where—from the Atlantic to the Pacitic, from 
where the water of the great Northern lakes 
dashes itself to foam over Niagara’s cliffs to 
where the Father of Waters rolls majestic 
beneath a tropical sun. It is the anthem of a 
homogeneous people of many origins, and so all 
sounds sball mingle in its harmony; the noise 
of the woodman’s ax lifted against giant forests, 
and the sound of the sickie whistling through 
2 grain; the clink of the telegraph, the 
click of the loom, the rush of steam, the rattle of 
engines, the beat of hammers, the shouts of stal- 
wart men at toil, the cheer of loving women in 
the home, and the laughter of children at their 
play— all attune to the hum of school-house and 
the hymn of the church; winds that have bil- 
lowed fields of wheat and caught the laugh of 
corn caressed by the fertilizing plow, that have 
fanned cotton fields and orange groves until they 
are burdened with heat and fragrance, all shall 
“keep mood and measure with the storms and 
floods and the great organ of thunder to whose 
accompaniment we sing:

The fathers renounced King George, but 
there is a King George today in every im- 
portant industry, taxing the people without 
représentation. No comparison can be made 
between the arbitrary power against which 
our foréfainers rebelled and that which is 
grinding us. The Americans. love the 
country; their Goverament, the memory of 
their fathers, and with rising wrath they 
are keeping watch over the treasonabie 
practices which now threaten the sanctity 
and perpetuity of these institutions.

we have juries on which the people can rely 
for justice, it is idle to have meetings to 
commemorate the greatness of Washington 
or the marvelous growtb of the Republic.

TO GO DOWN FOR THREE YEARS. 


Jury-Briber O'Donnell Found Guilty— 
Twombly and La Cloche Acquitted,. 

“We, the jury, find the defendant, Jere- 
miah O’Donneil, guilty of conspiracy in man- 
ner and form as charged in the indictment, 
and fix his punishment at three years in the 
penitentiary.”’ 

Such was the outcome of the jury-briber’s 
trial. 

The jury entered the court-room shortly 
after 9 o’clock yesterday morning. Judge 
Waterman appeared within a few minutes 
and askea the usual question as to whether 
the jury had agreed ona verdict. The an- 
swer being in the affirmative, the verdict 
was handed to the clerk; who read it. 

O'Donnell having spent a restiess night in 
the jailer’s officesttooked anxiously at the 
faces of the jurors: He had been cheered by 
the assurances of his friends that the evi- 
dence was not sufficient to convict. So the 
blow was all the harder to him. The sen- 
tence appeared to crush him completely, al- 
though he tried to preserve an appearance of 
indifference. 

There was a formal error in the verdict, the 
word ‘imprisonment’ having been left out. 
At the suggestion of Kickham Scanian, who 
represented the prosecution, the missing 
word was inserted by Foreman over 
the objection of Mr. Briggs, attorney for 
O'Donnell, the jurors holding up their hands 
in voting for the correction. : 

The jurymen were polled at the request of 
Mr. Briggs, Who then en @ motion for a 
new trial, Foreman Tregay in a few words 
thanked Judge Waterman for his considerate 
treatment of the jury, concluding by saying 
that the 28 been led to entertain a 
much higher opinion of the judiciary of Cook 
County than they had before the trial. 

Judge Waterman owledged the com- 
pliment, and in return called the attention of 
tne jury to the solemn duty which they bad 
performed, saying it was tne highest duty of 
a citizen in times of peace. The jury was 
then dismissed. 3 

Mr. Briggs wanted to argus the motion for 
a new trial. Juage Waterman, however, de- 
clined to do any business on a — 7 holiday, 
saying there was no authority doing any- 
thing more than to receive a verdict. Mr. 
Briggs asked that his eltent be admitted to 
bail peod argumenton the for a 
new trial. Judge Waterman the mo- 
tion. say that there was no a ae gs 
law for such action, although it bad n 
done in this county. O’Donpell was then 
taken to jail by Bailiff Coy. The motion for 
a new trial will be argued Monday, 

The jury was not long in arriving at a ver- 
dict. On the NR of guilt only four 
ballots. were en. On. the first taree the 
jurors stood eleven to one for conviction, 
and on the fourth they were unanimous.

A WELL-EXECUIED STREET MARCH. 


The Regiment, 650 Strong, Faces the Chi- 
ing Wiad in Good Order. 

Members of the First Regiment to the 
number of 650 were willing yesterday after- 
noon to face a chilling wind in showing their 
devotion to the memory of him who was 
firstin war and other things by undertak- 
a street march. 

The companies came out of the armory in 
columns of fours, single rank, and, after 
coming into regimentai front, Col. Koch took 
command, attended by Maj. Lauman and 
Adjutant De Reimer. 

The march up Jackson, street was started 
with the regiment in a column of fours, the 
bugiers of the Elgin band playing a quick- 
step known to all soldiers as We've Got 
Five Years to DoThisIn.” These words 
fit one of the strains, and though 
the tune is played upon all possible occasions 
in the service, no enlisted man has ever 
solved the mystery of its proper name. It is 
lively enough, however, to put life into a 
fossil, and when the regiment reached the 
corner of Dearborn street and came into col- 
umu of platoons the music and the mo- 
mentary jog of the double time had made the 
boys forget both cold wind and whirling 
dust. 

In the changes of direction during the 
march the wheelings of the platoons were 
well executed, the alignments were admur- 
ably kept, the st so frequent in move- 
ments of the kind, owing to a forgetfuiness 
of the touch toward the pivot, being notice- 
ably absent. The formimg of fours from 
platoons and the reverse were almost per- 
fectly carried out. 

Some littie unsteadiness was noticed in a 
few companies when their Captains were 
obliged to issue the command: “So mary 
fours from right to rear,“ but this was due in 
a measure to the crowded condiuon of the 
streets. 

The boys were cheered at nearly every 
corner, and when Washington and Dearborn 
streéts was reached the command was 
halted, brought to an order,“ and a place 
rest.“ Through a misunderstanding the 
band coutinued its march after the halting of 
the regiment, but was finally captured by 
the Colonei’s orderiy and induced to return.

New York, Feb. 2.— [Special. It came 
in on time with all steam and flags flying. It 
hit New York a pleasant dig in the ribs as 
who would say, “Well, how do you like me 
for a holiday?’ and then it drifted from sun 
to clouds and from clouds to falling snow. It 
was Washington’s Birthday, and it made a 
half-holiday into a whole one for about one 
million and a quarter of the good people and 
others of this metropolis. 

There may be said to have been one single 
official celebration of the day outside of the 
raising of the flags and the booming of afew 
guns on the few war ships. Its spectators 
were few, but does any one believe. that 
George Washington could be safely born 
again if Adjutant Warner, who, it is gen- 
ally supposed, helped him repel the British 
from our midst, did not run up the Stars and 
Stripes at sunrise in the old fort in the park 
in the presence of a handful of veterans of the 
Mexican War. Most of the stores outside of 
the market kind—which had to do their usual 


Saturday business or let their customers go 
hungry—were closed, and in down-town 
wholesaledom the janitor and his social cir- 
cle held almost exciusive sway.

Of all the long list of those who have served 
their terms as Chief Executive of the Nation 
only two still dwell among the people over 
whom rey — presided. [am sure we all feel 
the great Union which is ours in the presence of 
one of them here tonigit. A man of the 
people, he was by them raised to 
the office once filled by the im- 
mortal Father of his Country. How ably 
and how fearlessly during ail the years of his 
term he served the whole country, irrespective 
of party and regardless of section, every Ameri- 

an knows. 

When his term of office had expired he came 
back to the people, and since then has livea 
among —— most unassuming of all the citi- 
zens of this great metropolis, but bearing with 
him constantly in the incoming and outgoing of 
his daily life the respect, and confidence, and 
love of the people over whom he presided in a 
mannerand to an extent never equaled since 
the days of Washington himself. 

CLEVELAND’S SPEECH. 

There was enthusiastic cheering’ as Mr. 

Cleveland arose. He said in substance: 


In this land of ours—owned, possessed, and 
governed by the people—we, in theory at least, 
demand and expect that every man will in his 
sphere be a patriot, and that every faculty of 
greatness and usefulness with which he is en- 
dowed will be devoted to bis country and his 
fellow man. We have had no dearth of distin- 
guished men and no better heroism has any- 
where been seen than here. But they belong so 
naturally tous that we usually deem them suf- 
ficiently noticed and commemorated when they 
are acknowledged as contributions to the com- 
mon fund of our National pride and glory. 

Thus it happens that in this — two 
birthdays are rapa | celebrated. @ rever- 
2 speak of one as the day when the Redeem- 
ero ankind appeared among men. On the 
other the man was born whose mission it was to 
redeem the American people from bondage and 
dependence and to display to the world the possi- 
bility of popular self-government. 

It would be strange indeed if this day should 
ever be neglected by our fellow-countrymen. 

We certainly need at least one day which shall 
recall to our minds the truth that the price of 
our country was unselfish labor and sacrifice, 
that men fought and suffered that we might be 
free, and that love and American brotherhood 
are necessary elements to the full and continued 
enjoyment of Americag freedom, prosperity, and 
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e are apt to forget these things in our en- 
grossment with the activities which attend the 
development of our country and the impetuous 
race after wealth which has become a character- 
istic of our people. There is danger that we 
may grow heedless of the fact that our institu- 
tions are a precious legacy which for their own 
sake should be jealously watched and guarded, 
and there is danger that this condition may in- 
duce selfishness and sordidness, followed by the 
idea that patriotism and morality have no place 
in statecraft, and that a political career may be 
entered upon like any other trade for vrivate 
profit and advantage. 

This is a frightful departure from the doctrines 
upon which our institutions rest; and surely it 
is the extreme of folly to hope that our scheme 
of Government will effect its purpose and intent 
when every condition of its birth and life is neg- 
lected. 

Point to your immense fortunes if you will; 

int to your National growth and prosperity; 

oast of the day of practical politics: and dis- 
card as obsolete all sentiment and all concep- 
tion of morality and patriotism in public life, but 
do not for a moment delude yourselves into the 
belief that you are navigating in the safe course 
marked out by those who launched and blessed 
the Ship of State. 

Is Washington accused even in these days of 
being a sentimentalist? Listen to the admoni- 
tion he addressed ‘‘as an old and affectionate 
friend to his fellow-countrymen whom he loved 
so well and for whom he had labored for longias 
he retired from their service: 

*Of all the dispositions and habits which lead 
to political prosperity religion and morality are 
indispensable supports. In vain would that man 
claim the tribute of patriotism who would labor 
to subvert these great pillars of human happi- 
ness, these firmest props of the duties of men 
and citizens. The mere politician equally with 
the pious man ought to respect and cherish 
them.“ N 

And all is summed up and applied directly to 
our situation when he adds: 

It is substantially true that virtue or moral 
ity is a necessary spring of popular government.” 

When did we outgrow these sentiments? 
When did we advance so far in knowledge above 
our fathers as safely to cast aside these beliefs?

Crnornnati, O., Feb. 22.—[Special.]—An 
incident that somewhat marred the complete 
success of the 22a of February parade this 
afternoon occurred just as the procession be- 
gan to move.

Important Gathering at Philadelphia. 

Papua, Pa., Feb. 22.—The initial 
step toward the erection of a memorial to 
perpetuate the memory of the events leading 
to the foundation of the United States Gov- 
ernment were taxen in this city today, in the 

resence and with the codperation of a 
arge and representative gathering of Con- 
gressmen and State authorities. 

The members of Congress who participated 
in the preparatory movement today arrived 
in the city last evening and this morning 
they assembled in Parlor C of the Continent- 
al Hotel. 

Shortly after 10 o’clock Gen, H. H. Bing- 
ham calied for order and nominated ex-Gor. 
Green of New Jersey as Chairman of the 
occasion. Gov. Green welcomed the visit- 
ors on behalf of the Executive Com- 
mittee of Governors appointed by the thir- 
teen States. A committee of Governors and 
o ther representatives of the thirteen States, 
he said, had been appointed to present a me- 
morial bill to Congress with a view of per- 
petuating in a fitting manner the closing 
events.of the last century and the 
early stages of the Nation’s life. He 
then invited the members of Congress 
to visit the scenes of early events so memor- 
able in history—first, Carpegters’ Hal, 
where the first Continental Congress sat, 
and where the early framework of the Con- 
stitution was adopted; next, Independence 
Hall, the old cradle of liberty, and next the 
site in Fairmount Park, where it is proposed 
to erect the memorial. 

These places were visited. 

The trip of the visitors through Fairmount 
Park was enjoyable by reason of the almost 
perfect character of the weather. Horti- 
cultural and Memorial Halls were visited 
and the drive took the party past the vari- 
ous portions of the park suggested for tne 
location of the proposed memorial. No selec- 
tion was agreed upon today, however, and it 
is thought the matter will be left to a com- 
mittee.

FOUND THE WOMEN CRUSADERS GUILTY. 


Bat Their Light Fines Prove a Final Ve- 
tory—Lively Seenes in Court. 

TRENTON, Mo., Feb. 22.—[Special.]—The 
trial of the crusaders is over and has re- 
suited in a practical victory for the defense.

A 
minister in the crowd. shouted: “Let them 
go in; they will soon be cleared out.“ Order 
was finally restored with great difficulty 
and Judge Shanklin delivered a lecture 
to the attorneys and audience, Mr. Knight, 
finally resuming, said: No citizen of Spick- 
ardsville ever had the courage to file an 
affidavit against the keeper of the club-room. 
The men have acted the part of arrant cowards 
in hiding behind the petticoats of the women.” 
He then accused the women of having 
abused the court officers from the Judge 
down, when Mrs. Ida Burr of the W. C. T. U. 
shouted: ‘“ God belp us,” and another scene 
of excitement followed, When order was 
restored Mr. Knight completed his argument. 
When the verdict was brought. in it was re- 
ceived quietly, and the defense gave notice 
that they would file affidavit in appeal. 


TREASURER HEMINGWAY'S ACCOUNTS. 


A Hasty Examination Indicates Tust They 
Are All Right. 

JAcksox, Miss., Feb. 22.—[Special.]—A 
hasty examination was made today by a 
joint committee of the Legislature of the 
books and accounts of Col. Hemingway, 
ex-Treasurer of the State. According to 
the statement made by the committee 
and the expert accountants employed 
the State owes Col. Hemingway a lit- 
tle over $2,000, and thus the matter stands 
until athorough investigation of the Treas- 
urer’s and Auditor’s books can be made by a 
commission heretofore appointed for that 
purpose.

The Labor Question Taken ia Band by 


and ©. & Darrow—Agitations of Former 
Times in Favor of Shorter Working 
Days—How Good Mesults May Be Ac- 
complished by the Present Movement— 
Speeches Followed by Dancing. 


Hardly 500 men and women assembled a 
the Second Regiment Armory last eveni 
at the Grand Eigut-Hour Demonstration 
and Ball,” under the auspices of the Chicago 
Trade and Labor Assembly and the Brother- 
hoot of United Labor. Ot the seven speak- 
ers announced only three put in an appear- 
ance. The people present stamped around 
to. keep their feet warmed, dolorously 
discussed the situation, and occasionally 
patronized the beer-stand at one end 
of the hail until after 9 o'clock 
when James ©. Hearne, President of the 
Coopers’ Union, mounted the platform with 
Judge John PF. Altgeid and Hempstead 
Washburne, C. S. Darrow appeared later in 
the evening intime to make a few remarks. 

Mr. Hearne, in calling the meeting to order, 
announced that this was the first gun in the 
local eight-hour movement to be inaugurated 
May 1, 1890. He then introduced Judge Alt- 
geld, who delivered a scholarly and interest- 
ing address, but who was coldly received, 
his many able points evoking only scant aad 
faint applause. 

Judge Altgeld went through the objec- 
tions to the agitation, combating them one 
by one. The first, that shorter hours meant 
reduced production with consequent suffer- 
ing to the poor, he denied. The laborer 
would become capable ot more work per 
hour if he worked only eight hours, and too 
many who are now idle would receive em- 
ployment. 

To the secon objection, if the laborer were 


to accept eight hours’ pay for eight hours’ 


work he wouid have less money and be worse 
off than he is now, and that if he was paid 
ten hours’ wages for eight hours’ work there 
would necessarily be an increase in and cost 
of production,” with consequent suffering to 
laborers themselves, he said the question of 
wages must be left to regulate itself. If 
laborers got eight hours’ pay, at least the 
idle would be employed. 

The assumption that ten hours’ pay 
for eight hours’ work “would cause in- 
jury was at variance with experience, for 
high prices and good times have gone hana 
in hand, while low prices and hard times 
have always been twin brothers.“ 

“The main reason of failure in some 
cases.“ he said, is that the movement was 
not coextensive with the employers’ field of 
competition, while on the other hand in 
those casesin which it was successful the 
movement was coextensive with the em- 
plovers’ field of competition.” 

there could be no competition between the 
buliding trades of different cities, hence the 
adoption of the eight-hour day in the buiid- 
ing trades. But, on the other hand, the 
packers could oot be blamed for returning to 
ten hours when their competitors in other 
cities were using the long day. 

“In my judgment,“ the speaker said. any 
attempt to introduce the eight-hour sys- 
tem must be general and this will 
require universal and thorough orgap- 
ization. The movement must be 
controlled by reason and moderation and 
kept free from violence. I sincerely hope 
the day of strikes is over and that all differ- 
ences in the future may be amicably adjust- 
ed on the basis of reason. I believe that by 
intelligent and united action on the part of 
the laborers of this country not only the 
eight-hour system but any other desirable re- 
form can be successfully established, and it 
cannot be in any other way.” 

A LITTLE MORE KNTHUSIASM. 

Hempstead Washburne followea Judge 
Altgeld, his rapid delivery ana eloquent lan- 
guace 1 warming up the audience.

ists. 

These corrupt legislators are there because 
we take “taffy” from them at home and 
stand anything rather than assert our rights. 
Marching clubs and banners won't right 
these things. Nothing will but the ballot. 

PROMISES OF THE FUTURE. 
This revoluwon, started in the second cent- 
ury of our independence, bids fair to prove 
ater than the one which inaugurated our 
t. Noman living can believe that men 
should be deprived of labor when 
there is work to be done, No man 
can advocate any system whereby 
a rich country like ours shall hold humanity 
down. All are entitled to a living by honest 
means and entitled to reap what we sow. 

The question can be settied peacefully and 
by consideration being shown by both sides. 
I believe the great mass of laborers and em- 
ployés are ready and willing to come together 
ae | consider this question. If they don't do 
so the revolution will continue beyond their 
time and ours. 

But a movement started as has this de- 
mands and will have the attention of such 
legislation as can be gotten out of our Leg- 
islatures, such as they are. 

I see that this organization is wedded to 
the abolition of child labor. It never took 
upanobler or a better cause. Take the 
children out of the close factories into the 
free air of heaven that they may grow 
up strong, noble men and women; put them 
in the schools that 8 become 2 
happy, and good; that they may grow up 
forms & generation fit to make "thes Govern- 
ment in fact what it 1s now in name, 

C. S. DARROW’S RHeMARES. 

C. S. Darrow, the last speaker, said he was 
always pleased to say something in 
favor of reducing the hours of labor, 
believing that the laboring man 
should have more opportunity for his life 
and for his happiness: He believed eight 
hours was long enongh for any man to toil in 
a single day, as it was sufficient to produce 
all the necessities and luxuries the world 
asked for. 

Mr. Darrow concluded with an appeal to 
laboring men not to reckon too much oa fair 
weather friends, but to count their numbers 
and go into the fight with reason, courage, 
and fortitude.

THEY ARE TIRED OF PROHIBITION. 


Opinions of Iowa Judges on the Liquor 
Law of the State. 

Des Mornes, Ia., Feb. 22.—[Special.]—Fol- 
lowing the precedent established by himself 
two years ago, Gov. Larrabee during De- 
cember sent to each of the District and Su- 
perior Court Judges of the State 
a circular letter asking for recom- 
meadations from them as to needed 
legislation, but making special inquiries as 
to the operation of the prohibitory law, and 
its effect upon crime and criminal expenses 
in. the State, asking what, 
if any, suggestons they had to 
make in reference to the law. 

Two years ago nearly every Republican 
Judge in the State replied with a defense of 
the law. This time only about twenty make 
any reply to the inquiries, and a number 
who were two years ago ardent supporters 
of the law now recommend some modifica- 
tions, while nearly ali the Judges agree that 
the pharmacy law needs revision. 

Judge C. M. Waterman of the Davenport 
District, and necessarily a Democrat, makes 
an ment in favor of high license, saying: 

As to the prohibitory liquor law (so-called), 
relation to which special inquiry has been made, 
I need to say but little, for the condition of things 
in this district is well known. Our people are in 
emg as patriotic and law-abiding as any in the 

tate, but in this matter a strong adverse public 
sentiment presents a serious obstacle to the 
law’s enforcement. In one county in the dis- 
trict, where an extensive and iong-continued 
effort has made to enforce the law, 

eneral crimes are more numerous and crim- 
nal expenses, outside of those attending 
such enforcement, are greater than in an) other 
two counties in the district, while in this (Seott) 
county the per cent of general crime and of 
criminal expense is lower than — county of 
equal pulation in the Sta These are 
facts. do not pretend to account for them; 
though I may add, in order to avoid 
being misunderstood, thatno general deduction 
can; in my opinion, be safely drawn from them. 
My belief is, that a local option law, which would 

ve to communities such as this the power to 
mpose a high license under proper restrictions, 
would be preferable to the present statute, 

A. B. es (Rep.) of Knoxville, Judge of 
the Fifth District, is satisfied that the law 
should be modified so that no private house 


can be searched by a warrant issued by a 


Justice of the Peace and so that in all cases 
where it is sought to search a private resi- 
dence the law would require the application 
for the warrant to be made by a court of rec- 
ord or a Judge thereof and a proper showing 


made. 

Judge Reddick of Waverly s that 
“it may be that a change for the cities 
would be desirable.” 

Judge Henry Bank of the Keokuk Superior 
Court presents his reasons for the repeal of 
the law in detail. After writing of the in- 
justice involved in the practical confiscation 
of saloon and brewery property by the law, 
he continues: . 

I believe that with proper laws enacted for the 
reguiation of the manufacture and sale of such 
liquors the cause of true temperance and 
morality would de tos promoted, 
and protected to a much greater extent 
than under the present system of prohibition. 
The closing of the open saloon does not prevent 
people from using such liquors if they want to 
use them, because when open saloons 
are closed a greater number of secret 

places are established by 
| irresponsible parties in the 
community; they are here today and elsewhere 
tomorrow. When oné is compelled to fice anoth- 
er takes his place. I sincerely believe that 
the law ought to be re und a good license 
law enacted in its place; at least it should be so 
modified as to give the desired relief to the cities 
of the State. Allow such cities to control the 
traffic in such liquors within their limits. 

Judge Bishop of Des Moines, who has al- 
ways been a strong Prohibitionist, is in favor 
of many important modifications of the ex- 
isting law. He also thinks that tne stringent 
pharmacy law should be materially changed.

TWO HORSE SCANDALS. 

Judge Irvine Halsey. editor of the Stock Farm, 
has the following tosay on the subject of the 
Aleryon-Neilson scandal: Mr. Nelson has in- 
jured his ease by invoking the interposition of 
the courts ana serving out an injunction to in- 
hibit the National Association from further pro- 
ceedings in the matter. There is nowhere that 
I know of any intention or disposition to do Mr. 
Nelson or Mr. Nobie any injustice, and there is 
no reason to believe thatthe congress will not 
deal with the utmost fairness toward them. If 
the suspicions excited by the Alcryon-Nelson 
race are unfounded then Mr. Nelson should have 
no fear of meeting his accusers before the con- 
Kress. 

The visiting horsemen, as well as the home 
talent, have enjoyed something in the way of a 
scandal here this week, the outgrowth of which 
will be a big lawsuit, Ia 1886, desiring to secure 
a tried stallion to place at the head of a breeding 
establisnment he was about to form, W. C. 
France, a New-Yorker and now a resident of this 
county and proprietor of the Highland Farm, 

urchased a one-half interest in the stallion Red 

ilkes of Miss Nannie Smith, who was acting 
for the owner of the horse, A. Smith McCann, 
this city. od gern paid for a half-interest was 
27,500, and Red Wilkes went to Highland stud. 
where he bas remained ever since, making, for 
bimself. a ustional reputation as a sire. 
It was stipulated in tne contract that Mr. 
France was to keep the horse for five years. 
For awhile things moved smoothly along, but in 
the fail of 1888 the public was startied by the 
announcement of a suit being filed in the Fayette 
Circuit Court by Mr. McCann against Mr. France 
on notes amounting to over $12,000, given to the 
former fora number of young trotters. 

The matter was settled, however, without a 
trial, and things quieted down again until Mr. 
France issued his stallion card for 1890. This 
card showed that Wilton, a horse untried. in the 
stud, was put at a service fee of $500, while Red 
Wilkes, who enjoyed the proud distinction of 
being the most successful sire of any of George 
Wilkes’ sons, was rated at $200.less than his com- 
panion in tae stud, who had nothing to recom- 
mend him but a fashionable pedigree and a rec- 
ord of 2:10½. When McCann read this announce- 
ment his indignation knew no bounds, and be- 
fore cooling down he publicly declared his 
opinion of Mr. France, which declarations were 
not calculated to benefit the character of the lat- 
ter gentieman, He claimed that because Mr. 
France bred so many of his own mares to Red 
Wilkes he (France) would save from 4,000 
to $7,000 a year by keeping the horse’s service fee 
at $300 mstead of putting it at $500, where Mr. 
MeCann thought it should be, 


BOTH CLAIM RED WILKES. 

The turn affairs took caused McCann to ad- 
vertise Red Wilkes to make the present season at 
his place, Fairlawn, at $600, In the aavertusement 
this significant sentence occurs: Red Wilkes’ 
books fer 1890 are not and have never been full. 
andso long as 1 coatrol the one-half interest in 
him that 1 have done and do now, or thought 1 
did and thmk I do, so long shall the public have 
a chance, if they so desire, to breed, rear, and 
send to the front again some of his produce.” In 
reply 10 this Mr. France issued the following 
card: “ To overcome tue inaccurate statements 
published in the newspapers in this city by a 
certain person for the insane purpose of. injuring 
me with the public I am advised to announce 
that Red Wilkes is at Highland Farm in my pos- 
session; that he will remain there during the 
year 1890; that his book is fulland closed for the 
season.” Mr. France then goes on to say that 
no ope owns any interest in the horse Red 
Wilkes save Miss Nannie Smith and himself. He 
further says: I request all persons to ces e 
publishing any cards, letters. or advertisements 
which directly or indirectiy impute to me any un- 
fairness or dishonesty in the discharge of my 
obligations under this contract.” 

Mr. McCann now says Red Wilkes will be 
placed in tme hands ot a receiver; at least, he 
will make an attempt to huve this done, And 
here the matter rests for the present. 

At the Brasfield sale last week Electioneer's 
get sold for a higher average than that of any 
other stallion represented in the sale, the two by 
him averaging $5,600. George Wilkes had seven 
that brought an average of $3,826, while fora 
number of sons and daughters Red Wilkes made 
an excellent showing, seven of his get bringing 
an average of $2,5u8. Electioneer’s hignest 
priced one brought $5,600; George Wilkes’, 46, 100; 
and Red Wilkes’, $9,800. 

The record made by daughters of John Dillard 
in the stad is a sort of a rebuke to sticklers of 
standard breeding, that horse being ineligibie 
to registration under any of the numerous rules. 
Mares by him have produced ten performers in 
2:80 or better, including among the number such 
stars as Phil Thompson. 2:16%, and Repetition, 
2:19%. The records of the horse show that merit 
wins regardless of all complicated rules that are 
devised by man to classify the good and the bad 
in members of the horse tribe. According to the 
rules now governing standard breeding not one 
of four great brood mares—Green Mountain 
Maid, Ned, Miss Russell, and Minnehaha—were 
eligible to registration in the stud book until 
they made themselves standard by their produce, 

Mr. Lee, the owner of Robert McGregor, 2:17%, 
has farm of A. A. Kitzmiller, Piain View 
stud, to be bred to that horse, the fass 4-year-old 
pacing mare Lydia Wilkes, by Red Wilkes, dam 
Aileen, by Mambrino Boy, paying for her serv- 
ices this year $2,000.

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THE WAY BE SUCCEEDS. 


By Birth He Is s Georgian—He Has a Mu- 


Imperial—He Is Far from Being = Snob 
—How He Formed the Four Hundred— 
The Way in Which He Adds to Society 
—Judgment and Tact Always to Be 


Exercised. 

. New Yor, Feb. 21.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.]— The King of Society has put the 
cares of state away from him. Lent is upon 
the world and the winter social season is 
over. McAllister I. is his regal title, but in 
the New York City Directory he appears 
simply as “McAluster, Ward, lawyer.” 
Here blood telis as well as it does in the 
effete monarchies of the East. Before he 
ascended the throne McAliister practiced 
law, but it is many years since his voice was 
raised in court. The King in his day was 
one of the handsomest of men. With over 
two-score years and ten crowding upon him 
he is still a fine-looking man. He does not 
betray his age by his looks, speech, or ac- 
tions. He has been as carefully groomed all 
his life as a racehorse. As a consequence 
time has been almost set at naught. 

As the King scarcely moves outside of the 
Four Hundred the general public has little 

opportunity to see him. 
He is a Southerner 
and Georgia is his 
birthplace. It was 
there that the legal 
sheepskin was bestow- 
ed upon him. He is 
nearly six feet in 
height and well-built, 
though not portly. He 
has a military air in 
his movements. There 
is scarcely a gray 
spear in his well- 
thatched head of 
; brown hair. He wears 

Wan ALLISTER. 4 juxuriant mustache 
and imperial such as Napoleon III. wore, 
thereby setting the style for men in his day. 
He dresses in dark clothes at all times, but 
the materiai of which his garments are made 
is always expensive and the cut is fashion- 
able. His personal adornments are few. 
They merely consist of a signet ring and a 
scarf pin. 

McAllister is by no means a rich man, ut 
least as fortunes rankin the Four Hundred. 
He has a competency, so that the thought of 
tne wolf being at the royal door does not 
disturb either his waking or sleeping hours. 
He livesin a brown-stone house in West 
Thirty-sixth street, not far from Fifth ave- 
nue. His residence is almost in the center of 
what in former years was known as Murray 
Hiil. Here it is that the affairs of state in 
the social realm are conducted. The 
back parlor is where his Majesty 
formulates his decrees. The room has 
a southern exposure and is bright. 
On cold days a’ crackling grate fire adds to 
the King’s comfort and the cheerfulness of 
the apartment. When he seats himself at 
his mahogany desk McAllister puts on a pair 
of gold-rimmed spectacies, whose bows ex- 
tend back over his aristocratic ears. This 
desk, by the way, contains documentary evi- 
dence of the standing or rank of every one 
of the King’s subjects, and tells how absolute 
is the sway of the present reigning monarch. 

Nor has the King any apprehension, or 
even cause for apprehension, that bis throne 
will be toppled over and a Republic pro- 
claimed. No kingdom was ever more firmly 
established and no King was ever more cer- 
tain of the loyalty of bis subjects. ‘There 
never was but one revolt against the Mon- 
arch, and that was when the great centen- 
nial ball was given in 1889. Then Stuyvesant 
Fish as the Chairman of the Public Commit- 
tee disputed the authority of McAllister I. 
His punishment was condign. He was ban- 
ished from the Kingdom by McAllister. At 
any rate the King and Fish do not speak as 
they pass by, and the King showed his royal 
displeasure by not inviting Fish to the New- 
Year’s ball, which was the crowning event 
of McAliister’s reign. 

WHY M’ALLISTER IS SOLID. 

People outside of the 400 may not under- 
stand why McAllister isso firmly fixed in 
his piace. Itis because of his fidelity to his 
trust. The clamor for admission to the 
charmed circle of “exclusive society” is 
great. But admission can be gained only by 
satisfactory proof of the pedigree or stand- 
ing of the applicant. Neither entreaties, 
threats, nor bri willavail with McAllister. 
It is a fact not generally known that there 
are poor persons in the 400. They, however, 
have family names that entitle them to social 
distincuon. Not that any member is actually 
in want, but there are several who are in 
“reduced circumstances.“ Many in the 
past have tried to buy their way iato the 
kingdom, but their breeding and connections 
proved a barrier that even millions would 
not sweep away. 

McAllister’s ratings of society people are 
like those in a commercial agency. There are 
only four hundred who are qualified to rank 
Al. To be sure there were twelve bundred 
at the New-Year’s ball, but eight hundred of 
them belonged to dependent social principali- 
ties. The balls at Delmonico’s, known as the 
“ Patriarchs’,’’are the most restricted society 
gatherings. Nobody can be introduced at 
one of them without the consent ot McAliis- 
ter. First the name of the lady or gentle- 
man must be presented to him for considera- 
tion. It he approves, the name is entered on 
the list which he has sole authority to pre- 
pare. If the lady or gentleman is not known 
to him he institutes the most rigid inquiry as 
to the person’s family history and standing, 
and there can be no appeal from his decision. 

lt is the same at Newport as in New York. 
During the season McAllister sets up his 
kingdom at Newport, and no ball or impor- 
tant social event of a general character is 
considered wholly correct unless under his 
immediate direction. Barn dances are popu- 
lar atthe summer rendezvous of the fash- 
ionables, ‘hese barn dances are decidedly 
different from the hoe-downs which wind up 
acorn-husking in the country. In the first 

lace the barns are not sheathed with hem- 
ock boards which pull apart under the sea- 
soning influence of the wind and sun until 
cracks half an inch wide are created for the 
stars to peep through and the wind to blow 
through. The Newport ** barns” are of brick 
and stone, and many of them cost from $50,000 
to $100,000. The dancers thread the mazes on 
stone floors and refresh themselves out of 
cut glass with champagne right off the ice. 
McAllister sets the seal of royalty on the 
dances under his direction by leading the 
cotillon. He is an old-fashioned dancer. He 
cuts pigeon-wings before the lady on the cor- 
ner in the style which our grandtathers 
approved, and pirouettes in the same erst- 
while fashion. 
HE ALWAYS SAYS, “DON’T YOU KNOW?" 

McAllister is one of the most courted men 
in the world. He is rarely permitted to dine 
at home. The fashionabie hour for dining is 
Sin the evening. Mr. McAllister begins to 
dress two hours before. He does not accept 
invitations to dine for the sake of gorging 
with food and Wine, but for tné sake of 
sociability. His “office hours” are from 10 
to 12 in the morning. Atnoother hour of 
the day can he be found at home. He is not 
a haughty man by any means. He has a sort 
of stammering way of speaking. He repeats 
every second or third sentence, and concludes 
every repetition with the query, “don’t 
you Know?” One might think that he 
wasacoxcomb. He is anything but that. 
He is a brainy man, and tne gratification of 
his ambition to be the social leader in Amer- 
ica is not so remarkable when the general 
strife for social distinction is considered. 
THE TRIBUNE correspondent spent a portion 
of a morning: talking with Mr. McAllister in 
his back-parlor office. His methodical nature 
Was shown by the way in which his books 
and papers were kept. The lists of society 
peopie and the record of events past and to 
come were all arranged in alnhabetical or 
numerical order, so that he could make in- 
stant reference to anybody or anything 
under consideration. 

“The gay season,” said he, “begins at 
Christmas time and lasts until Ash Wednes- 
day. The habit of going to Europe after tne 
arrival of Lent has become universal, and 
the exodus of society people this year will be 
tremenaous. Tue duration of their stay will 
be about three months. Ou tueir return they 
will betake themselves to Newport. Many 
go to the other side to obtain the benefit of a 
sea vovage, and all forrest. The Newport 
season does not reaily begin until Aug. 1. 

“There are some Lenten pleasures, ike 
riding and theater es, and there may be 
a mi-careme ball this season. If there is it will 
be held at some private house. Balls 
the most of social events. The cotil- 
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ese gh 3 and Pierre Lorillard. 
houses the guests would have to be divided 
among anumberof rooms. Few could dance 
at.once, and the others would not be able 
to look on. One of the principal pleasures 
at a ball is to watch the dancers. 

THE ENGLISH BALL EASY TO MANAGE, 

“It is easier to manage a bail in Europe 
than itis here. On the othemside they have 
supper ready as soon as the ball begins and 

ople eat when tbey feel iike it, which 

eeps things going on all over the house at 
once. Americans, on the other hand, insist 
on all dancing ana supping together. No 
one can get up a ball who does not possess 
the copfidence of the society leaders. This 
confidence must be begot of the tried judg- 
ment of the manager in selecting as partici- 
pants persons of social eligibility. The man- 
ager must have been familiar with society 
for years aud know every one in 
and out of its ranks. He must be 
out of business, so as not to de in- 
fluenced by personal interests. He must be 
capable of understanding the social preju- 
dices of all kinds of people in society and 
also perfectly fearless in protecting both the 
kernel of society and society in its entirety. 
Men secure admission to clubs through busi- 
ness influences. Society could not retain its 
integrity under such a system. Having de- 
termined the outlines of a great ball I seek 
the counsel of artists, into whose hands 1 
put the details, like the decorations, the sup- 
per, the music, and the control of the cloak- 
room. Th must be men of known ability 
and experience, who can be depended on to 
perform their parts. 


SOME GENIUS AND BEAUTY OUTSIDE OF NEW 
YORK, 


“ All the genius of mind and beauty is not 
found within the. boundaries of New York 
society. There are people in the world 
whose preseuce will set off an affair as dia- 
monds do a fair face, but who muy never be 
brought into society unless somebody brings 
themin. The man who undertukes to per- 
form this service must never let a new 
face esca him and must not let 
prejudice influence his judgment. Society 
must have handsome as well as witty 
women. For men great talent is recommen. 
dation in any fieid. Great beauty is woman’s 
passport. But, of course, this is a passport 
only when the owner of the face is unexcep- 
tionabiein all other directions. Here is where 
judgment and tact must be exercised. So- 
ciety grows constantly. It moves in a circle 
and with every revolution new materia! is 
gathered. Society wants to keep no one out 
who will prove an acquisition.”

How Washington's Birthday Was Cele- 
brated at Milwaukee. 

Mitwavuker, Wis., Feb. 22.— [Special. — 
Washington’s Birthday in Milwaukee for 
many years back has been celebrated with a 
banquet by the Pioneers’ and Old Settiers’ 
Ciubs, and the only exception today was that 
this time separate banquets were held, that 
of the Pioneers this afternoon and that of 
the Old Settlers tonight. Of the thirty-five 
members of the Pioneers’ Club who sat down 
to the banquet board at the Plankinton 
House this afternoon but few were less than 
70 years of a while at least four of them 
had passed years. The oldest man at the 
board was Elisha Starr, who, although in his 
84th year, is as active as the average man of 
60. The oldest living settler of Milwaukee, 
Dr. Enoch Chase, was there. He settled in 
Milwaukee early in 1835, and two of his 
neighbors at the banquet board today, Daniel 
Welle Jr. and U. B. Smith, were neigb- 
bors of bis in 1835, both having 
settled here later in the same year. 
But the man who attracted the most 
attention by his presence was Peter J. Vieau, 
who, aithough now a resident of Muskego 
Center, is the oldest living native of Mil- 
waukee. He was born here in 1822. Heisa 
brother-in-law of Solomon Juneau, the first 
white settler of Milwaukee, and Mr. Vieau is 
now the sole strvivor of the Juneau race. 
This was the first banquet of the Pioneers’

Boomers at Arkansas City Preparing to 
Enter the Cherekee Strip. 

Arkansas City, Kas., Feb. 22.—[Special. | — 
Several weeks ago it was intimated that a 
colony was being organized with headquar- 
ters in this city to move on the Cherokee 
Strip just south of this city. Today it was 
learned that such a colony was being organ- 
ized and that it was far-reaching im its 
scope. Enght car-loads «ai household goods 
were received here yesterday by one rail- 
road. The people here believe that the ex- 
citing scenes enacted on the opening of Okla- 
boma will soon be repeated. 

Kansas City, Mo., Feb. 223.—(Special. |— 
Edward M. Hewias ot Cedarville, Kas., 
President of the Cherokee Strip Live Stock 
Association, isin the city. In regard to the 
President's lamation ordering the cattie 
off the strip by Oct. 1 he said: “We are do- 
ing nothing whatever but shall at our next 
meeting, at Caldwell in March, take neces- 
sary steps toward the removal of the cattle 
by Oct. 1 in compliance with the Presidént’s 
order. I am as sure that the land will not be 
purchased by that time as I am that we will 
be off of it then, and in fact I am of the opin- 
ion that it will be a very long time before the 
Government does purchase it for $1.25 an 
acre.

into the Auditorium yesterday morning. He 
knew that the Union League Club was to 
give the school children an entertainment to 
celebrate the day. He had usually avoided 
National celebrations of every Kind, but he 
thought he would look in on this one fora 
moment, 

The First Infantry band. was just starting 
up a National air. The grand hall was 
lighted, and an audience of 5,000 children 
was assembled, The stirring strains of the 
band ceased, the children applauded, but 
were hushed when we Rey. Dr. Clinton 
Locke offered prayer. 

Col. C. D. Roys, President of the Union 
League Club, made an appropriate address 
of welcome on behalf of the ciub, and 
introduced the Rev. Dr. F. A. Noble, who 
said those present bad met to celebrate 
the birthday of one who occupied the highest 
plane in the list of statesmen and soldiers. 
Tze pames of Cesar, Constantine, Cromwell, 
and other illustrious men might be cited, but 
taking everything into account—toe obdsta- 
cles encountered and the results achieved— 
Washington stood at the head of them all, 

One might travel through Europe from city 
to city and look with admiration on the mon- 
uments erected to the great of each land— 
the monument to Maria Theresa, the ma- 
jestic pile erected in honor of Prince Albert, 
the friend of America in her darkest hour, 
and the monument to Nelson— but the Wash- 
ington monument towered above them all. 
The simple and majestic graniteshaft erected 
in honor of the Father of his Country no more 
overtopped these other monuments than did 
W ashington’s character rise above the great- 
est men of other hands. 

BENEFITS OF Tu COUNTRY. 
The life of Washington suggested three 


lessons to the youth of the country—first, | 


the need of intelligence, the broadest and 
most thorough of which they were 
capable. It was not creditable to a 
man born in this country with 
all the advantages and privileges he en- 
joyed, a free platform, a free press, free li- 
braries, and free schools on every hand, that 
he did not possess intelligence aud u knowl- 
cdge of the circumstances under which this 
country made its beginning. Every one 
ought to be familiar with American history 
to know how tbe’ colonies were settled; how 
from colonies were formed States. Every 
child in school ought to become as familiar 
with the events of American history as ne 
was with the streets of this city. 

The integrity of Washington—as unap- 
oroachable as anything that could be con- 
ceived—also deserved attention. An English 
statesman, who during all the changes of 
government managed aiways to have a place 
in every Cabinet that was formed, was asked 
now he did it. He repiied that his success 
was due to the fact that he imitated the wii- 
low instead of the oak, swayim 
political breeze that sprang up. ashington, 
on the contrary, imita tne ouk, not the 
willow. His integrity was as deep-rooted as 
is th2 oak among the rocks on the mountain. 


Next was Washingion’s love of country. 


How he loved his country as a boy, dedicat- 
ing to it his services before he reached man- 
hood, stipulating when he took command of 
the Continental that Congress might 
pay his expenses, but that he should receive 
no salary. He laid his best thoughts, his 
manhood, and ali his possessions on the altar 
of his country. Every foid of the flag over 
all pleaded the love of country in the United 
States as in no over country under the sun. 
W bere else could a person travel such a dis- 
tance as from New York to San Francisco 
unmolested and protected by justice and 
law! Men came to America from every 
country. They came to the land of liberty 
and light. 
ALL JOIN ED IN SONG. 

The speaker concluded by exhorting his 
hearers to love their country with all their 
hearts, to love itin a way that showed they 
were interested iu its welfare—love it in the 
way men did in the days of the, Revolution. 
Life was nothing when weighed against the 
welfare of the Republic. 

The heartiest applause greeted the close of 
Dr. Noble’s address. The children could not 
be controlled for some minutes. The citizen 
who had listened a silent spectator ex- 
claimed: — 

feel like a boy myself.” 

And from that moment he was as enthusi- 
astic as any of the cnildren. Quiet was 
finally restored, when Prof. Orlando Black- 
man, who for over a quarter of a century 
has taught singing in the public schools of 
e city, appeared at the front of the plat- 
form to lead the audience in singing to the 
air of“ America“ an ode written for the oc- 
casion by George Howland, Superintendent 
of Schools. The ode is as follows: 


Welcome, thou festal morn! 

Never be passed in scura 
Thy rising sun; 

Thou day forever bright 

With Freedom's boly light 

That gave the world the sight 
Of Washington, 


Unshaken mid the storm, 

Behold that noble form, 
That peerless one— 

With his protesting hana, 

Like Freedom's angel stand 

The guardian of our land, 
Our Washington. 


Then with each coming year 
Whenever shall appear 
That natal sun, 
Will we attest the worth 
Of one true man to eartn, 
And celebrate the birth 
Of Washington, 

Five thousand children's voices sent the 
words ringing through the great arches with 
the greatest effect. 

DR. BOLTON’S ADDRESS. 

Then Col. Roys introduced the Rey. Dr. H. 
W. Bolton, who said that this was a day to 
consider the characteristics of the greatest 
man this country has produced. The history 
of nations was the history of their great 
men. Kob Homer of his heroes and he be- 
comes ins- pid. Take away the greatest men 
of ancient Greece and Rome and their nis- 
tory loses ail interest. The list of great 
Americans contained. such names as Patrick 
Henry, Otis, Hancock, Lincoln, Grant, Sher- 
idan, but among all the statesmen and sol- 
diers George Washington stood foremost. 

That God bad a watchful eye over the ship 
that brought John and Andrew W ashing 
this country was not to be doubted. When 
l4 yearsola Washington became infatuatea 
With the idea of goinginto the English navy. 
He obtained the consent of his guardian, his 
father being dead, and finally of his mother. 

When the time of departure came and 
George stood at the door he saw ea tear in 
his mother’s eye and heard her say: I wish 
I had not consented.”’ 

Is that your deliberate convicuon?”’ in- 
quired the son. 

os Yes.” 

“ Then Pll go back to school and nt myself 
for the best that this country affords,” ro- 
plied the youth, and thus me country is in- 
debted to the mother of Washington for his 
great services in the cause of independence. 
Thus he showed bis obedience and his sense 
of parentai duty. 

Wale still a boy George one day mounted 
a spirited horse that no one had been able to 
ride. The animal reared and plunged, but 
tue rider was on to stay. Suddeniy the horse 
Started on @ run across the country ana 
George let it have its head. When the ani- 
mal ee tired out gg iton and 
on, till at last, panting uivering, the 
horse fell down dead. % : 

MANLINESS OF THE YOUTSH. 

When he told his mother what he had done 
she said: “I freely forgive you, but it you 
had skulked 1 should have despised you.” 
The anecdote showed, said the speaker, both 
a determination to conquer and a frankness 
that impelled George to own up and stand the 
consequences. 

When returning home at the close of the

peeriess conqueror, was in everybody’s 
mouth the Governor of the State did not 
know his name!

Bolton concluded. Then Prof. Geor E. 
Holmes sang The Red, White, and Blue 
und the audience joined in the chorus with 
sufficient power. 

BISHOP SPALDING’S REMARKS. 

Bishop Spalding of Peoria foilowed in an 
eloquent address. He said that reverence 
for the great men and women of the past 
sprang from the conscfousness that they 
were our benefactors, Notruly great man 
had ever lived without leaving an exalted 
character, a nobie patriotism to posterity. The 
memory of our supreme man, the father of 
this country, gave rise to the ennobling sen- 
timent mat always arises in the presence of 
what is great. Not to as, preciate nobility of 
character was characteristic of tbe ignorant, 
tne depraved, and the savage. 
men approached the condition of the savage 
the less would be their appreciation and ad- 
miration for Washington. 

What America needed was true men and 
women. It was comparatively easy to build 
great cities, and to have men worth millions, 
ang men with athietic podies. Whether 
there was to be a development of 
the highest type of men and women 
was left to the young people now 
growme up. When the speaker looked at 
the young he could not help inquiring to him- 
sell: What flower shall unfold; what sweet, 
ripe, and luscious fruit shall grow!“ 

To risk one’s life was nothing. Anger, 
vanity, and a thousand other motiyes might 
prompt one to do that. America did not ask 
the rising generation to die for her. Proba- 
bly she would never ask it Thank God 
there wus no power to menace her. The age 
of war was passing away. Men were becom- 
ing less and less fascinated with war. Amer- 
ica aoked her sons and daughters to live for 
her; to make intelligent, strong, wise, kindly, 
There was dan- 
ger ahead, however. No country on the 
globe was so fatal to a man turned loose with- 
out being possessed of intelligence, wisdom, 
and Christian principle. Wrecking came 
easy to such. : 

AMERICA WILL BE IMITATED. 

Americans should Jive not for country 
alone but as models for all mankind. The 
day wouid come when the example of Amer- 
ica would be tollowed throughout the wide 
world and everywhere the people would rule. 
All would have equal opportunities through- 
out the earth. The people of the United 
States hhd a godlike, humanitarian mission. 

The savage admires war, cruelty, and 
bloodsbed. Boys often admire strength, 
brute force. Let them learn to admire mind, 
to cultivate the love of liberty, virtue, strong 
character, labor, perseverance, so would they 
“fill the greatest cities and form the wisest, 
sweetest, gentiest race that ever breatned 
the air of God! . 

After Bishop Spaiding had received a due 
measure of applause Prof. Hoimes and the 
audience sang Ine Star-Spangled Banner,“ 
rising to give the song with proper spirit. 

Bishop Fallows, the next speaker, said 
that the magnificent assembiage of boys and 
girls with a sprinkling of larger boys and 
girls made him Wish w be a boy again. No 


country on earth could compare with this. 


Where else could de found such a building 
and such a gathering of boys and giris out- 
side of the United States? In say this 
there was no intention to minister to the 
pride or seli-satisfaction of the audience. 
The Pilgrim fathers and mothers came to 
this country not merely that wey might wor- 
ship God but that their children might have 
greater opportunites than they themselves 
had enjoyed. They came from all quarters 
of the giobs to this country. There were 
children here of twenty or twenty-five differ- 
ent nationalities come to do hopor to one flag 
that floated over a united country. This was 
the supreme hovor paid to him who stood so 
giorious in the history of mankind. If what 
peopie of every country had said about Wash- 
ington could be repeated now it would be the 
best thing that could be said on this occasion. 

COLONIAL VIEWS, 

Bishop Fallows said he would shortly in- 
troduce the Rev. Murtin L. Williston, Secre- 
tary of the Society of Patriotic Knowledge, 
the object of which was to make the best 
Americans. It taught a boy to say: 1 
will be obedient to the laws of the school 
and the laws of the State.” 

The great audience of children at this point 
began the waving of flags with the wiidest 
e.thusiam. Shouting and whistling were 
indulged in for several minutes. Then Judge 
George Driggs arose in one of the boxes and 
attempted to speak. When comparative 
silence was restored he said: 

„We boys and giris haven't had a chance 
to cheer and we want to cheer. I ask that 
Bishop Fallows step to the front of the plat- 
form and give the word for three rousing 
cheers for tue old Union flag.“ 

The Bishop did as requested and the cheers 
were given with a will 

After this Mr. Willistom exhibited some 
stereopticon views of scenes in Washington’s 
career and other 2 The 
lights being turned down the boys thought 
their enthusiasm treed from all restraint, and 
Mr. Wiluston's explanatory lecture as the 
different views were presented was largely 
lost. The views ot the Boston schoolboys 
protesting to Gen. Gage against the conduct 
of the soldiery and of the old Independence 
bell were most noisily applauded. 

Prof. Walter C. Lyman having recited 
“Sheridan’s Ride,“ the audience sang 
„America.“ The program contained a fac 
simile of the original cop,“ furnished by 
the author, the Rev. S. F. Smith. After this 
Bishop Faliows pronounced the benediction.

ers Who Are Wondering What Groands 
There Are Left to Advance Values On— 
Leases with Revaluation Ciauses—Some 
Recent Sales—Various Notes, 

The week has been a lively one, the bro- 


kers say, but they have few illustrations to 
offer of its activityin the wayof sales, There 


were some transfers of business property, 
mention of which is made elsewhere, and 
two or three others the particulars of which 
have been suppressed for the present. There 
were a few acre sales also, but prices in that 
direction are so high as to tempt few buyers. 
The inquiry for residences is good, as is the 
inguiry for every kind of property for that 
matter, but buyers and sellers are frequently 
a long way apart in their views of values. 
The elose approach of the settlement of the 
World’s Fair location has given that matter 
a greater weight in the market than it hus 
had before. Sellers are confident «tnat prices 
in some districts will materially advance if 
Chicago is successful, and they are 
equally certain that their property will 
be worth fully as much as it is now 
None of the 
prospective advance on account of the Fair’s 
location here has been discounted in making 
ruling prices. Whatever advance there may 
be On that account is ali to be recorded after 
the location is settled. There is a strong 
disposition noticed among the real-estate 
people to depreciate any tendency toward a 
„ boom“ in the real-estate field following the 
location here of the Fair. The advance 
which Chicago property has been generally 
making is considered quite rapid enough. 
Nothing better is wanted than that the fut- 
ure should be as good as the last few years 
have been. Chicago is far beyoad the need 
of any such booms” as have characterized 
some of tne cities further West. Chicago is 
so far beyond the need of anything of that 
kind that the real-estate men, the class who 
may generally be axpected to use every effort 
to bring such a coudinon about, are found 
earnestly checking every tendency in that 
direction. Chicago real-estate men honestly 
believe in the inherent merit of Chicago and 
they want no infusion of stimulants which 
may be accompanied by a period of unusual 
uctivity but is sure to be followed by a longer 
period of undue depression. 

It is a difficult task to convince the investors 
in reai estate that the tame has gone by when 
first-class business property can be purchased 
at a price that will net the owner 6 per cent. 
Some of the stubborn ones say they will not 
believe it, but while they are making argu- 
ments to prove that 6 per cent is alow enough 
basis for values their surplus continues to 
he idle aud be added to, and they can find no 
place to putit. The tendency toward cheap- 
er money, which steadily brought the rate 
down from 10 to 6 per cent, did not stop 
there. All the same causes continued at 
work and they are still effective. It is not 
long ago that ninety-nine-year ground leases 
could be made oa an 8 per cent basis. An 
absolutely safe ground lease at 5 per cent is 
now considered an excellent investment. 
W hat reason is there to suppose that even 
that rate can hold permanent, or that a 4 per 


‘cent basis may not soon be reached? 


Would-be purchasers, astonished at some 
of the prices they hear, frequently settle 
back with their handsin their pockets and 
wonder what there is ieft to tne future in the 
way of advancing values. They feei as if all 
time had been discounted in making some of 
the ruling prices. Rents are now all that 
tenants can afford to pay, and even then with 
u crowded rent-roll the property will return 
them less than 6 per cent they say. What is 
there left for values to advance on? they ask. 
As to rents, they seem to be right for. the 
present. A movement toward an advance in 
the rents of retail stores has been made with 
some success, itis true, especially for the 
cream of locations, but there seems little 
prospect of any advance elsewhere. In the 
wholesale district there is still some room to 
spare, and whether there were or not ten- 
ants generally feel that they are making a 
division of profits with their landlords that is 
as large as their businesa will warrant.. In 
office quarters there is no serious movement 
to advance repts, though the body of renters 
has grown to pretty snugly fill the. office 
coat. So it seems that there is no immediate

surface roads ru east 
dence streets of est wide would * an 


inspiration to the West Side, check the tide of 
emigration increase values, and build up vacent 
property. ig is true in Philadelphia, where 
surface roads traverse the best residence streets, 
and the effect would be no different in Chicago, 
Prejudice against surface roads on residence 
streets is a mere sentimental one, and especially 
so where but a single track is used—that is, go- 
ing up one street and back another. The con- 
venience of making all parts of the West Side 
accessible without along detour to reach any 
given point far outweighs any trifling objection 
that might exist. I am tired of apologizing to an 
investor every time I offer him a piece of proner- 
ty on the West Side, and have little to offer as 
an encouraging outiook in the near future. The 
prospect for property on the West Side is cer- 
tainly dreary unless the residents there will 
wake up to the situation and realize that the 
existing condition of things 1s due to themselves.

LEASES WITH REVALUATION CLAUSES. 
A good many owners of buildings that 
stand on ground held by leases with revalu- 
ation clauses in them have been put to think- 
ing by the fate of the Grand Pacific Hotel. 
When that building was swallowed up the 
other day by the groans lease the question 
at once came up o 
more buildings in the city which would be 
lost to the owners in the same way. The 8 
per cent basis on which the Grand Pacific 
lease was drawn was the immediate cause 
of the disaster. Ground rents have now got 
down to about a 5 per cent basis and a rental 
at 8 per cent of present valuation is ruinous. 
There are probably no more buildings that 
will immediately be swallowed up after the 
fashion of the Grand Pacific, for there are 
no other prominent buildings standing on 
ground subject to revaluation where the 
leases are drawn on a 8 per cent basis. 
But there are many buildings standing on 
ground 80 leased on a per 
cent basis. If the future decline in the in- 
terest rate is to be anything like it has been 
in the past these 6 per cent leases are liable 
to prove as expensive at some future time as 
an 8 per cent lease is now. Another feature 
of the situation of these buildings standing 
on ground leased for long terms and subject 
to revaluation is the rapidity with which 
they become antiquated. The rent-payers 
follow closely after the modern building. If 
there are any empty buildings it ts alwavs 
the old ones. There area number of build- 
ings on Clark street, for instance, that will 
some day offer another illustration of the 
beauties of a revaluation clause by going the 
same road that the Grand Pacific has gone. 
Buildings that were put up before elevators 
were thought necessary are now left with 
practically nothing but the first floor avail- 
able. The rentais of first floors have 
up to this time been forced up rapid- 
ly enough to pay the ground rent, 
but the property is getting altogether 
too valuable for that sort of thing. Clark 
street offers instances of rentals of first 


. floors having advanced 500 per cent in the 


last ten years. That cannot go on indefinite- 
ly, and when the value of the ground passes 
a point where first-floor renters can pay ce 
ground rent the buildings will have to be 
sacrificed. Longterm leases with revalua- 
tion clauses have grown into bad favor with 
the lessees. Lessees can but rarely be found 


who will accept a lease cumtered by a reval- 


uation clause now. These reappraisal clauses 
so frequently prove the cause of much hard- 
ship to lessees and inconvenience to lessors 
that few leases are likely to hereafter con- 
tain wem.

SCIENTIFIC WHIST BADLY BEATEN. 


A Revision of the Standard Beoks of the 
Game Needed—A Question of Morals. 
Are all the rules of what we called scien- 

tific whist of no avail in winning games?’ 

W hist players have been asking themselves 

this question ever since the Chicago club 

met the ciub from Aurora last week and be- 
came theirs. 

The Chicago players marshaled their forces 
after the most approved methods, fought the 
battle after the most scientific tactics, and 
were beaten from the start. Nor has the 
Chicago club ever fared any better in former 
tournaments with the Aurora players. The 
visitors have invariably taken back with 
them the emblems of victory. 


The fact is, the whist experts at Aurora 


have learned more about the game than 
Cavendish or the other acknowledged au- 
thorities. They ha ve discovered points where- 
of these eminent writers were ignorant, ana 
are using the discoveries to win games right 
or left. But an important question in whist 
morais has arisen. Are the Aurora players 
winning in a legitimate way! 

In all the standard whist books certain 
leads are laid down which are supposed to be 
the result of an analysis of thousands of 
hands as played by experts. Then certain 
signs, such as the call for trumps, and 1nfer- 
ences are given and accepted by all experts. 
Other arbitrary rules of play are aiso laid 
down, asinforming partners of the condi- 
tion of one’s hand. In a game between two 
peopie who play the standard game against 
those who disregard the rules of scientific 
whist’ the former are pretty certain of win- 
ning, and from this circumstance the author- 
ities have not before been doubted, and it 
was believed beyond question that a scien- 
tific ** game was the most likely to win. To 
have spoken otherwise in any whist club of 
the world would have acknowledged one self 
ignorant of whist. ä 

But the Aurora players, while understand- 
ing every lead, sign, or inference of the 
game, have discarded them all except as they 
choose to play them. They only play the 
“long suit“ game when they like, switching 
to * short suit leads when a player thinks 
anything can be gained by it. hey never 
call for trumps or use the “echo.” Their 
finesses, supporting leads, ana return of a 
suit to fourth lead, they say, win them lots 
of tricks. The club has eight teams who 
play this game, and it ‘s claimed they cannot 

beaten in whe State. 

„The leads, signs, and inferences of stand- 
ard whist,” said John T. Mitchell of the 
Union National, a well-known local whist- 
player, the Aurora club members say av 
only giving valuable informauon to your op- 
ponents and throwing away unnécessarily 
high cards without getting a return from 
your partner of equal importance. How- 
ever, the Aurora players profit by the leads 
of their opponents, taking all tae informa- 
tion they can get in this way without 
giving their opponents anything in 
exchange. if they were to be left in the 
same outward darkness asto their oppo- 
nents’ hands as their opponents are about 
theirs they would not find it so easy to lead 
up to the fourth hand strength, for they 
would not know where the strength lay. In 
this lies the answer to the problem, for it is 
manifestly unfair that one side should be 
fenced in with impenetrable secrecy while 
the otner side lays bare all its strong and 
weak points, which is like a combat at swords 
in which one wears an armor while his op- 
ponent is without that tion.” 

It is left for the next edition of the whist 
books to settle the question of ethics raised 
by the startling innovation of the Aurora 
club. Now that the scientific game can be 
80 beaten itis likely that there will be 
a great ripping up the back of the authorities 
who have been biindly worshiped so long. 
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VIEWS OF A WOMAN WHO LIVED 
THERE FOR THIRTY-THREE YEARS, 


She Was One of Fifty Who Went There 
Just Before the Inauguration of Buch- 
anan as President—She Inderses the 
Scheme of Senator Morgan—The Land 
Is One of Milk and Honey—Its Inhab- 
itants Have to Work—Its Government 
and the Natives. 

Pirrspure, Pa, Feb. 21.— [Special Corre- 

spondence. Mrs. David Kelly was a resi- 

dent of Liberia, Africa, for tbirty-three 

years, and is therefore competent to give a 

pretty fair opiaion of that country. It has 

been but a short time since sue returned to 
her native home on a visit. She lives in this 
city. Waile here ber husband, a planter, ac- 
customed to a tropical climate, fell a victim 
to the severities of a Northern winter. Mrs. 


Kelly is an educated woman, and a most in- 


teresting talker. To Tue TRIBUNE corre- 
spondent she gave many interesting facts 
connected with her long sojourn in the black 
republic ot Africa. 

She said: “Shortly before the inaugura- 
tion of President Buchanan some fifty free 
negroes sailed from New York in the ship 
Isle de Cuba under the auspices of the 
American Colonization Society. The emi- 
grants were from ail parts of the North and 
South, my husband and I coming from Penn- 
syivania. Among our number were pro- 
fessional men. mechanics, laborers, etc. The 
Isle de Cuba was quite small—in fact, as 
we sailed down New York Bay we gazed in 
open-eyed amazement at the huge clipper 
ships as they swept past us under clouds of 
white bellying canvas, and secretly trembied 
at the likelihood of our frail cockleshell 
ever reaching the promised land. There 
were few favorable omens to inspire 
us with hope. Before sailing our 
ship was anchored a short distance down 
the bay. Several of the emigrants went on 
shore to bida last good-by to some friends. 
When ready to return to the vessel they 
bargained with an idle boatman to row them 
out to the ship. He received his fare before 
pulling out from shore. Upon coming within 
a short distance of the Isle de Cuba he drew 
in nis oars and demanded a second fare. The 
emigrants protested vigorously, but the 
shark was inexorable. The attention of the 
mate of the Isle de Cuba, who was leisurely 
pacing the deck, was attracted to the com- 
motion. and upon bemg told the nature of 
the difficulty quickly disappeared from sight. 
A few seconds later he appeared with a rifle 


gentle persuader the rascally boatman was 
glad to get rid of his pestiferous passengers. 

“For forty-two long days the Isle de 
Cuba was our only home. My husband with 
several others had formed a company previ- 
e and brought with them the 
machinery fora sawmiul. It was their in- 
tention to go into the business of exporting 
rosewood, mahogany, and other valuable 
woods indigenous to Liberia. After a year 
or so this company was forced to the wall. 
We next engaged in coffee culture, and have 
ever since been quite successful. 

SENATOR MORGAN’S SCHESIE INDORSED. 

“What do I think of Senator Morgan’s 
scheme? Well, I believe that while the Sen- 
ator has no real desire to benefit the race, it 
would nevertheless be a blessing to many a 
colored man in America if he were furnished 
with some means by this Government ana 
sent to Liberia. Liberia is no place for 
drones. The Liverians want intelligent and 
industrious colonists. They have no desire 
for any other class. The ciimate of the 
country is of course warm, and a person is 
naturally not so active and energetic as he 
would be in a more temperate zone. Nature 
has been so prodigal in her gifts that no man, 
however lazy he may be, need starve. 
This question of ciimate is, I be- 
lieve, one of the principal objections 
urged against the emigration plan. 
I do not think the point well taken. Tropicai 
fruits, such as the pineapple, orange, banana, 
mango plums, etc., grow in the wiidest pro- 
fusion. The emigrant is very apt to induige 
too heartily, and the result is an attack of 
the dreaded acclimating fever. From what 
I have seen of the lately imported ailment, 
‘ja grippe, I am ied to believe it is very sim- 
ilar to the acclimating fever. With good 
nursing the dangerous effects of the lever 
can be warded off, although in a good many 
cases the victim is troubied off and on with 
attacks of more or less severity for a period 
of about two years. While the days are very 
warm, there are few nights when a bianket 
is not a necessity. 

IT iS A LAND OF MILK AND HONEY. 

* The soil of the country, so far as I have 
noticed, is quite uniform and of great rich- 
ness. In fact, the old familiar phrase, ‘a 
land flowing with milk and honey,’ would 
best describe Liberia. Wheat, for some rea- 
son, does not flourish. Rice is the principal 
breadstuff; indeed, rice cakes or bread is 
preferred by neariy all to the wheaten loaf. 
The Irish potato is another crop that has 
never proven a success, but of all other crops 
we have an abundance. Coffee is raised in 
large quantities, some planters exporting as 
much as 3.000 pounds in a single season. 
Much of the coffee is sent to New York. 

* Yes, there are some snakes in the country. 
but they are not common, The boa-con. 
strictor is sometimes seen. The bush tribes 
esteem the flesh of the boa a great delicacy, 
and in consequence this huge monster of the 
forest is becoming scarce. There is a small 
snake known asthe palm snake whose bite 
is fatal. During the time I was in Liberia I 
never knew of a person bitten by this reptile 
to recover. 

MWe are rarely lonely in Monrovia. Every 
week a ship sailed into the harbor, bringing 
all sorts of merchandise and, best of all. 
books and papers, for although we had sey- 
eral well- edited papers of our own we were 
always glad to get papers and periodicals 
from Engiand and America. Eaglish and 
German ships were regular in their trips, 
while American ships were only seen upon 
the placid waters of the bay occasionally. 
THE GUVERNMENT LIKE THAT OF THE UNITED 

STATES. 

„In Government we are modeled very close- 
ly after our mother country, baving a Presi- 
dent, Vice-President, Congress consisting of 
House and Senate, Supreme Court, and 2 
Cabinet. The present Chief Executive is a 
man by the name of Johnston, a native of 
New York State. We have no standing 
army, but military duty is obligatory on 
every able-bodied man. Drills are held at 
stated periods, and there are several uni- 
formed regiments. 

Our growth has not been as rapid as some 
of our American brethren expected, but we 
are on the whole well satisfied with our 
progress. We have no railroads or other 
means of rapid locomotion. The ox-cart 
takes the place of street railways. There 
are some horses, but they are brought 
from the interior of the country. They are 
undersized, and much resemble Canadian 
ponies. They do not thrive near the coast, the 
salt air producing a sort of distemper from 
which they rarely recover. The towns pre- 
sent very mucn the same appearance as 
those of America. We have a postal sys- 
tem. All sorts of coins are current We 
have no mint, but the coin issued by the 
Government is made in Engiand principally, 
1 believe. Iastead of the popular American 
five-cent piece we have a copper one and two 
cent piece. 

CHARACTER OF THE NATIVES. 

„We have had but little trouble with the 
natives, though they fight to the death among 
themselves. They are strong believers in 
the biood feud, and an injury done to the fa- 
ther is handed downto tue son. Their hap- 
its and customs are full of interest. The 
men ay their women very highly. The 
women, like tie Indian squaw of America, 
do a great part of the work, but the; are not 
the drudges that the squaw is. Smaii 
patches of ground are cultivated by them. 
Cotton is especially prizgd by them. From it 
tney weave strips of cloth some four inches 
wide. These strips are sewn together until 
the desired width is reached, when the piece 
is very fancifully dyed by means of indigo. 
The natives wear fittie clothimg; in fact, 
they were in the habit of coming to town 
with so little apparel that the authorities en- 
acted a law which had the effect of causing 
them to dress in a less décolteté attire. The 
children up to the age of 12 years go about 
innocent of any clothes whatever. hen a 
native gets in debt to a Liberian storekeeper 
he brings in a son of some 8 years of age. 
This boy is given to the storekeeper, who is 
required by law to provide him with a cer- 
tain amount of education, etc. When the 
boy reacnes the age of A years he is free. 
By this ume he is fairly civilized. They 
marry with the Liberians, the Libe- 
rian girls turning up their noses at the idea 
of marrying half a tribe in order to get a hus

In European countries and in Eagland this 
is not the case. If a colored man has the 
money to pay for his accommodations they 
are forthcoming at once. You can say to 
your readers that the Liberians will watch 
with great interest the outcome of the Em- 
gration bill.“ SEARIGHT.

used for some time in Europe, especially in 
France. The theoryis simple. While in the 
hypnotic state the patient is given a sugges- 
tion, which he retains, unconsciously, after 
he awakes. The impression having been 
made upon his nervous system by a strong 
will power, not his own, it remains with bim. 
Sixtus had a man present named Andrew 
Scott, a workingman, whom he was treating 
for nervousness. He placed the patient in 
the hypnotic state and said to him: “A 
week from today you will feel splendid. 
You will not be nervous at all any more.“ 
After repeating this several times he awak- 
ened the patient. 

The extraordinary and hitherto wunex- 
blained strength of suggestions given to a 
subject in the hypnotic state was illustrated 
by several experiments. A man named 
Hans Jürgensen was told in the hypnotic 
state to pick up a silver dollar from a table 
and return it to its owner, who had placed it 
there unseen by tne subject. 

The subject got up, picked up the coin, and 
returned it to the owner, whom he found 
without any error and insisted on giving him 
the coin in spite of the Man’s pretext that he 
was not the owner. The subject did not 
know who the owner was, but Dr. Sixtus, 
who controlled him, did. 

A TRIBUNE reporter agreed on an experi- 
ment with a lawyer who was present, none 
of the party being in the secret. An intelli- 
gent young man, who is in the insurance 
business, was hypnotized and Dr. Sixtus 
placed him under the control of te lawyer. 
who gave his instructions. Two minutes 
after you wake up,” he said to the subject, 
“vou will pick up a little roll of twine that 
lies on the table, unravel it, and tie it to a 
baggage check which has the number 100 on 
it und is at the other end of tne room.“ 
This check was in the reporter’s pocket. 
After the subject awoke from the 
hypnotic state he was engaged in con- 
versation. Dr. Sixtus did not know what 
instructions had been given. Exactly two 
minutes after he awoke the subject rose frum 
his seat, picked up the string, unraveled it, 
and, after playing with it, waiked across the 
room to where the reporter stood. He com- 
menced to handle some of the thmgs on a 
bureau, looking curiously at the reporter all 
the time. He was eviiently nonplused. if 
he was to follow his inclination, he said, he 
would have to make free with some of the 
things on the bureau. But he did not. He 
stood for a while, until the lawyer called to 
him to turn around. When his back was 
turned the reporter placed the check on the 
bureau. Shortly after the subject turned 
around again. He saw the check and, with- 
out a word, picked it up, ued the string to it, 
ane returned to his seat, evidently much re- 
lieved. 

The same subject when in the hypnotic 
state was told by Sixtus that three and a half 
minutes after be awoke he would be unabie 
to see Tur TRIBUNE reporter and would ask 
for him. ‘The persons in the room would tell 
him the reporter was sitting in the armchair 
next to the lounge on which the subject sat, 
but they would be fooling him, for it was a 
big dog on the chair. After waking up, at 
the expiration of three and a half minutes, 
the subject being then fully conscious, 
asked: “What has become of Tur 
Tkisung reporter? I was just taik- 
ing to him a second ago. 1 wanted to 
see him.“ Some one pointed to the armchair 
where the reporter was sitting. The sub- 
ject looked at the chair and said: “Doctor, 
when did you bring your dog dow?” Tne 
reporter rose from his chair and started 
toward the subject, who moved back as if 
afraid and left the lounge. The reporter sat 
down on the lounge. Where did yuu come 
from?’ asked the subject, recognizing him. 

Sixtus exhibited the usual hypnotic tests 
of stiffening the arms and limbs of nis sup- 
ject, putting him in a cataleptic state, mak- 
ing one man eat a potato for an apple and 
relishing it, or smell a bottle of ammonia as 
if it was the most delicious perfume. By 
suggestion he caused his subject to have a 
cramp in his hand five Minutes after awak- 
ing from the hypnotic state, the man being 
then perfectly conscious and remembering 
nothing of the suggestion given him when 
he was in the hypnotic condition.

It is right that the traios should be run at 
@ good rate of speed in the city limite if it 
can be safely dove. The Convenience of the 
roads and of the traveling publie is promoted 
by it. But to secure this rapid transit the city 
should not barter one of its rights or assume 
the payment of immense bills for damages. 
It must be borne in mind the city has the 
whip hand. Supposing the roads do carry 
out their threat. They will still be required 
to buiid viaducts and pay land damages. The 
city may even take it into its head to see to 
it that the freight-trains run no faster than 
the six miles an hour allowed by ordinance, 
If it does the roads will Hud their tracks un- 
pleasantly crowded. The residents in the 
suburbs will be seriously inconvenienced. 
But they elect Assessors in towns like Lake 
View, Lake, and Hyde Park, and those offi- 
cers, reflecting public sentiment, may return 
the value of railroad property for taxation at 
something nearer the true value than they 
have done before. The raiiroads have been 
learning during the last decade the unpleus- 
ant fact that they are not as powerful as the 
National Government or the State of IIlinois, 
as they thought they were. They have now 
to learn that they are not as ‘strong as the 
million and a quarter residents of this city 
and suburbs, whose hospitality they have 
emjoyed and abused so long. 


FOUR SQUEALERS TO ONE CONSPIRATOR. 

The jury-bribery conspiracy trial nas 
reached its inglorious end, and the lone con- 
spirator O'Donnell has been given three 
yearsin the peuitentiary. If he behaves 
himself, so as to forfeit no good time, he will 
get out in two years and a haif, and return to 
this city to be greeted as a martyr by the 
Clan-na-Gael. 

At the cutset there were three conspirators 
— Graham, O'Donnell, and Kavanaugh—and 
four squealers. Graham, the seeming head- 
center of the plot, did not turn up for trial. 
Kavanaugh was discharged because there 
was clearly nc evidence against him. Thus 
the net result is that it has taken four squeal- 
ers to convict one small potato of a conspira- 
tor. The game was hardly worth the candle. It 
would had been much better had the four 
squealers gone to Joliet and the other man 
gone free. The trial will bea travesty on 
justice unless the State’s-Attorney sees to it 
that these two bailiffs and their two accom- 
plices go down fora yearorso. They are of 
no use if allowed to go free. It is true that 
they are the witnesses against Graham, but 
who can promise that that slippery individ- 
ual will ever turn up and ask to be confront- 
ed with his accusers! Therefore, the whole 
batch of them ought to be bundied off to the 
penitentiary. If that is done men will de 
more careful how they try to smuggle a dis- 
honest juror into the box. 

There is one lesson taught by this case of 
attempted jury-packing which ought to be 
taken to heart by the present Sheriff and his 
successors. Thatis that men whose virtue 
yields to the first attack should not be in- 
trusted with the important duty of summon- 
ing jurors. Any cheap Jack will do to serve a 
writ, but when it comes to selecting jurors 
only incorruptible men shouid be employed. 
The ward politician will not fill the bill. It 
has been shown to be possible to smuggle 
men on a jury by bribing a bailiff. There- 
fore give such places to men who have the 
qualificaton of honesty, even if they lack 
that of ability to run a precinct, Heréafter, 
if the Sheriff does not furnish a decent 
man to serve a special venire, the Judge 
with the experience of the Cronin case be- 
fore him, should make a protest which will 
have to be heeded, — 


BETTER ACCOMMODATIONS NEEDED FOR 
WITNESSES. 

Acase which came up before one of the 
Chicago Justices of the Peace last week 
shows that there is a field where private 
benevolence may profitably exert itself with- 
out fear of being anticipated by the action 
of the County Board, which is more inter- 
ested in paying salaries than in promoting 
the cause of justice. 

A woman was brought up for preliminary 
6xamination on a charge of abducting five 
poor working girls from Louisville for im- 
moral purposes. The case was partially 
heard and then continued to this week. At 
the close of the examinaticn the girls pro- 
tested against having to return to the Erring 
Women’s Refuge, where they had been sent 
for lack of a better place when the aileged 
procuress was first arrested. The Justice 
agreed that their protest was proper, but 
was forced to tell them that there was no 
other place for them to go. No special ac- 
commodations have been provided by the 
county, and they had to take their choice 
between the quarters they had been occupy- 
ing and the jail. 

While the Erring Women’s Refuge is an 
excelient institution, and doubtiess has many 
sincere penitents within its walls, yet who 
can deny that the associations are such as 
not to make it the best of homes for innocent 
women who stand in no need of reformation? 
There are sometimes black sheep even in a 
refuge, and these tive girl witnesses possi- 
bly have had to see and hear many things 
which could not have been pleasant to them. 
Nor will their ignorant relatives and friends 
draw the best of conciusions when they hear 
where they have been stopping. 

The offense with which this woman is 
charged is of the most serious nature. Often 
committed, it is rarely punished. One of the 
reasons is the excessive length of time which 
passes between arrest and trial. The women 
witnesses, never eager’ to testify in such a 
case, drift out ot sight. The law of this 
State provides that witnesses, wnere the 
offense is bailable, shall be suffered to go on 
their own recognizances. If they refuse to 
give them they are sent to jail; but as there 
is no motive fora refusal they never go 
there. Practically, therefore, there is no 
means of holding a witness, the result being 
the frequent escape of criminais. 

it 1s essential that the State should keep 
an eye ou these five witnesses, even during 
this preliminary examination, or they will 
be scattered in all directions. Tney have 
been living at Louisville. They may want to 
go back there. If they have to look for work 
here and cannot find it eusily they may arift 
off to other places. The friends of the 
Woman they are prosecuting will get after 
them and try to buy them off. Such settie- 
ments are not infrequently made. But the 
best tne State can do for these girls is to send 
them to the Erring Women’s Refuge. A 
woman from out ol town who has been robbed 
at some depot and has caught the robber but 
not recovered her money can be accommo- 
dated with a bed at a police station or at the 
refuge. Neither is a pleasant experience, 

There are many philanthropic people in 
this city whose feelings must be touched by 
this neglect on the part of the authorities. 
There is a society whose special field is to 
look after wronged and heipless women. At 
present it can provide no better quarters for 


women placed in the circumstances of ine se 


witnesses than at a Clark street mission, 
where the surroundings are about as un- 
pleasant as at the refuge. It could be made 
a part of its work to hire a small house and 
eh de ene seen of such persons as

oa CONCERTS FOR CHICAGO.

nest month. When completed it will be the 


best in the world. It is the largest with one 
exception, the Albert Hall organ in London. 
which has one set of pipes more, but is ac- 
knowledged to be inferior to ours in the me- 
chanica! appliances which enable the skilled 
performer to vary the combinations of char- 
acter and fuliness of tone without interrupt- 
ing the flowof harmony. It is an instru- 
ment of which the people of this city and 
vicinity may weil be proud, and there can be 
little doubt that many thousands of them 
would gladiy embrace the opportunity to 
hear for themselves the effects which can be 
produced from this maguificent interpreter 
of Nature's melodies. 

A great many lovers of music have already 
informally expressed the hope that the man- 
agers of the Auditorium will see their way 
clear to an opening of the hall for a popular 
organ concert every Sunday afternoon, and 
perhaps one other day in the week. They 
regard it as highly desirable that the great 
masses should be permitted to enjoy at a 
small cost the productions of the best ey 24 
posers, rendered ina style worthy the in- 
spiration of the authors, and feel tne elevat- 
ing influences of such music, which tends to 
make those who hear it better members of 
soviety and happier by the wider range of 
sentiment and appreciation that it confers. 
In this they are only wishing to piace 
our people on a par with those of 
many centers of population in other 
parts of the globe, Liverpool, London, Man- 
chester, and several others of the English 
cities each have their big organ, some of 
them in the town-hall, which are regularly 
performed upon for the especial benefit of 
the masses, who patronize them extensively. 
Meibourne, Australia, has a large instrument 
in its city-pall, and the salary of the organist 
is paid by the municipality on the express 
understanding that the music is produced for 
the entertainment of the whole people. Au- 
other organ, intended to be the largest in the 
world, is now in course of construction for 
Sydney, which it is intended to operate on 
substantially the same plan. It scarcely 
need be said that all this is in line with nu- 
merous efforts on the Continent of Europe to 
furnish the people music that is at once good 
and cheap. 

It is hinted that the managers of the Audi- 
torium look with a kindly eye on the proposi- 
tion to institute such a series of concerts in 
their hall, but express some doubts as to its 
being practicable. They do not so much look 
at the pecuniary aspect of the matter, but 
shrink from the idea of connecting the new 
building with an enterprise that might fail 
for want of adue amountof popular appre- 
ciation. They may be misunderstood in this 
respect, but it is only natural they should be 
apprehensive that such entertainments are 
not really wanted by the people, in the ab- 
sence of apy assurance to the contrary. It 
may be that they are only waiting for the 
expression of a wish to that effect, 
and if so it would be easy to remqve the 
difficulty in short order. If the work- 
ing masses, those whose presence at the 
concerts would be necessary to make them 
successful, feel that they would like for them- 
selves, wives, and little ones to be provided 
with such a means for recreation and enjoy- 
ment, some of them might say so. An ex- 
pression of opinion by a few of cheir organi- 
zations would solve the proviem, and per- 
haps it will be regarded as solved in the 
negative if theydo not speek out. Itisa 
question of considerable interest to others 
than themselves to know whether sucha 
series of entertainments is really wished for 
by those for whose benefit it would be insti- 
tuted or is simply an idle dream on the part 
of the few who would share the pleasure, but 
could listen to the noble instrument under 
other conditions if this be not supplied.

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TROOPER WILD GOES FREE. 

Tun Tripune of Tuesday told the story of 
tne imprisonment at Fort Shelling military 
prison of Trooper Wild of the Eighth Cavalry 
and how he had been sent there by the sen- 
tence of acourt-martial the Judge-Advocate 
of which was the officer who preferred 
charges against him because he had refused 
to obey an illegal order. Tue Trisune of 
Saturday contained the order of the Presi- 
dent given through the Secretary of War 
setting aside the sentence, ordering the re- 
lease of Wild, ana cirecting that he go back 
to his régiment. This is supplemented by 
another order from the War Department, 
printed this morning, directing the court- 
martial of Lieut. Steele. 

This shows that President Harrison reads 
the papers and that he is ready to drop every- 
thing else to investigate a case of gioss 
wrong alleged to have been done even to as 
insignißeant an individual as an enlisted 
man, and that he is not afraid to set aside 
an unjust sentence without regard to the 
delicate sensibilities of a few army officers. 
From now on every soldier will feel that he 
has a friend, that he need ro longer suffer in 
silence hopeless of redress, but that his 
wrongs will be righted if he can reach the 
ear of the Chief Magistrate. 

In speaking of this case Tuesday Tue 
TRIBUNE said that 1t was one that would ap- 
peal specially to the feelings of the President 
because he, trained as a lawyer, would be 
struck by the absurdity of the Judge-Advo- 
cate, who is supposed to be the law adviser 
of the defenaant and to look out for his inter- 
ests, being the man with whom the soldier 
had had the altercation, and who was prac- 
tically the only witness against him. He 
would also, it was felt, be astonisheill at the 
members of the court allowing Lieut. Steele 
to remain as Judge-Advocate after tne de- 
fendant had chailenged him, taking the 
office>’s word that he was free from preju- 
dice. This is what the President thinks after 
reading the record of the case: 


No action appears to have been taken against 
Licut. Steele, whose breach of discipline was of 
an aggravated nature. It is aiso grossly im- 
proper that Lieut. Steele should have been de- 
tailed as Judge-Advocate of the court. 

The President does not believe this case to be, 
nor does he think it just to the army that it 
sbould appear to be, a fair illustration of the ad- 
ministration of military ju:tice. 


It is quite likely that there will be much 
silent growling on the part of many officers 
when they read this. They will say that the 
service has gone to the dogs, that discipline 
is at an end, and that every enlisted man 
will think himself the equal of a Second- 
Lieutenant fresh from West Point. But they 
Will not dare to make their discontent public, 
for tre President is Commander-in-Chief of 
the Army and his subordinates cannot criti- 
cise his actions. If they do n 
await them. 

It is time that some such stinging rebuke 
as that of the President ‘should be adminis- 
tered. Wuile there are many officers in the 
service who are just and gentle to the men 
under their command there are others who 
are tyrants incarnate, and who look on a pri- 
vate as an ill-tempered slave-owuer did on 
his slaves. The men in the ranks are by no 
means patterns of all the virtues. There are

A BUSY WOMAN’S WORK. 

The visit of Miss Amelia B. Edwards to 
Chicago for the purpose of delivering her 
lectures upon Egyptian art, literature, and 
religion has been a memorable event. Apart 
from the interest attaching to the subject, 
in which Miss Edwards is conceded to be an 
expert authority, the presence of this ac- 
complished woman alone was something out 
of the common. Her career has shown the 
heights which it is possible for woman to 
reach, for Miss Edwards represents the 
flower of modern culture. It is doubtful 
whetner another living woman possesses 
her learning or varied accomplishments. She 
is both musician and artist. She bas been a 
popular novelist, and has written a dozen 
works of fiction which have made a success, 
She has been a journalist and seen practical 
service on the staffs of several English pa- 
pers. She is an accomplished critc. She 
has received collegiate distinctions for her 
scientific kaowledge. She has been a great 
traveler and explorer. Sue has published 
historical, biographical, literary, and poetical 
works. She is affiliated with all the arch- 
seological societies of Europe and is one of 
the most honored members of the Oriental- 
ists’ Congress. She was the founder and is 
the honorary Secretary of the Egypt Explora- 
tion Fund, ang, being a practical archzolo- 
gist, is recognized today by scholars every- 
where as an expert and advanced authority 
upon Egy ptian, Greeco-Kgy ptian, and Biblicat- 
Egyptian subjects. There are few works 
extant from which one can gain such a clear, 
vivid, and intelligent picture of Egypt as 
may be foundin her “Thousand Miles Up 
the Nile” (1876). It is one of the classics of 
Egyptian literature. 

Miss Edwards has closed her series of 
lectures in this city, and now that the Lenten 
season has set in and society has time at its 
disposal what better can it do than to follow 
up the line of study of Egyptology as sketched 
by the lecturer, the painting, sculpture, lit- 
erature, and religion of Egypt? Miss Eu- 
wards’ jectures would form the groundwork 
for intelligent and interesting study, and 
the result would be something of value 
gained in the practical knowledge of history, 
and something a thousand times more useful 
than can ever be got out of Browning clubs 
or any of the other literary fads that occupy 
the attention of society. Why not Egypt 
clubs, with studies in Egyptian history, as a 
Lenten pastime, or, for that, why not con- 
tinue them after Lent and make them a 
feature for the time being of modern culture? 
All the material necessary to such a study is 
right here in Chicago. The Newberry Li 
brary is rich in works upon this subject 
already, among them those of Gorringe, 
Smyth, Birch, Gen. Gordon, Sir 8. 
W. Baker, Barnard, Burton, Lord 
Lindsay, Sir J. G. Wilkinson, Wallace, 
and Rawlinson, a complete Egyptian 
bibliography, and archzeological periodicals, 
besides a large number of works on Assyria 
and Chaidea, dictionaries, manuals, and 
grammars, and the magnificent elephant 
folios, Description de |’ Egypte,”’ commonly 
called Napoleon's Survey of Egypt.“ The 
Public Library is still more voluminous. 
Few, indeed, have any idea how rich it is in 
this direction. There are upon its shelves 
138 volumes of Egyptian travel and descrip- 
tion, including the works of all the famous 
ancient and modern explorers, 12 volumes on 
the pyramids, numerous works on art and 
archeology, and 56 historieg of the country. 
Here then 1s ample material for 9 
and the study opens up one of the most fas- 
cinating and picturesque departments of 
history. Such lectures as those delivered by 
Miss Edwards ought not to pass as a social 
sensation or the mere fashionable fad of a 
day. They ought to suggest work and study 
on the lines pursued by this gifted woman to 
the extent, at least, of obtaining a general 
knowledge of the subject which she treats 
with such expertness and exhaustive detail.

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CHURCH CREEDS. 

It was remarked by Tus Tripcne last 
Sunday that the efforts recently made to ob- 
tain a revision of the formal creeds of some 
of the Protestant churches are in the direc- 
tion of a return tothe simplicity which 
characterized the earliest recorded profes- 
sions of Christian faith. Hence the reforms 
aimed at are of the purifying order, not de- 
structive. If these efforts can justiy be 
called iconoclastic, to the same extent they 
may fitly be described as attempts to burst 
asunder fetters that have been imposed not 
by the Apostles but by well-meaning men 
who violated the spirit of the Gospel rules 
in trying to secure uniformity of belief in 
what they heid to be Scriptural teachings. 
They seemed toignore the assurance made 
by Paul that in accepting the Gospel of 
Christ the early converts entered at once on 
a liberty to which they were till then stran- 
gers. They had been bound up by a lot of un- 
necessary articles of faith and ceremonials 
of practice from which the Truth had set 
them free. 

The returning bondage imposed by prel- 
ates and preachers was in strict harmony 
with the conditions under which society ex- 
isted from the days of the early fathers to a 
recent period. Personal safety could only be 
found in fortified aggregation. People were 
compelled to band themséives together for 
mutual protection, and in so doing yielded 
up their individual liberties to the will of a 
chief who ruled despotically. Ine favorite 
place of safety was at the summit of a hill in 
a castle with walis several feet thick. This 
had to be surrounded by a moat that could 
only be crossed on a drawbridge that was ex- 
posed to a fire of arrows and other missiles 
from the fort within. The larger aggrega- 
tions of humanity had to live in walled 
towns. Not u few of those mural protections. 
exist today, but the people have outgrown 
them, while the rest have been removed as 
in the way of modern improvement and un- 
necessary to modern repose. The protective 
idea, however, still finds a practical expres- 
sion in the feacing in of houses with high 
walls and railings to Keep out intruders. But 
our most progressive modern architects have 
abandoned this feature except for jails, and 
their patrons gladiy spend in making their 
homes ‘nore commodious the money their 
forefathers would have devoted to giving 
them the semblance of prisons. 

The great chaage that has occurred in do- 
mestic architecture within the last century 
has been unaccompanied by a corresponding 
simplification in the creeds by which it was 
sought to hedge in the faitnfal and keep 
moral wolves from intruding on the sheep- 
fold. But no one can deny that those moral 
fences have long outlived their usefulness. 
Those within can jamp over them easily if so 
disposed, and bave often shown themselves 
abundantly able to resent un wished-tor intru- 


‘gion from outside. The inclosure is to ali 


intents and purposes a dead letter. It may 
not have gone to decay any more than has 
the Great Wall of China, but it is as useless 
for the work originally designed as would be 
one of the old-time castles in furnishing a de- 
tense against attack by modern artillery. The 
Christan of today no more needs to retain 


friendly association of men who are not sub- 
ject to an oath- bound organization. 


AN HUMILIATING PIECE OF BUSINESS. 

The musical protective unious of New York 
City, composed of foreigners who come to 
this country because they can earn more 
here than in Europe, have recently had the 
audacity to demand that the Strauss Vienna 
orchestra shall not be allowed to land in New 
York under the terms of the Alien Labor 
Contract law. Their demand has not been 
conceded outright, the Treasury Department 
having conditionally permitted the orchestra 
to land, as will be seen by the following ex- 
tract from the department’s instructions to 
the Collector of New York: 


You are advised that, as the accepted defini- 
tion of the word artist includes musicians 
who combine science and taste in the manual ex- 
ecution of their art, such members of Strauss’ 
orchestra may be admitted as artists under 
the proviso to said Sec. 5, as by their skill, tone, 
and accomplishments as musicians evident! 
come within that definiion. Whether eac 
member of the Strauss orchestra comes up to 
the standard is d question of jact to be decided 
upon by the beat evisence obtuinadle, 


Without wasting any time upon the tech- 
nical considerations involved under the law, 
the instructions are absurd in every particu- 
lar. The Strauss orchestra is made up not 
of laborers but of musicians. They do not 
come here to remain or to compete with home 
musicians, but simply to fulfill a concert en- 
gagement and then return to Vienna. Sofar 
as artists“ are concerned the facts are 
that the members of the orchestra could land 
without hindrance if they should come here 
without an engagement, that artists are not 
hindered by the Alien Contracé Labor law 
from coming to America under an engage- 
ment, and that the members are enguged to 
come as artists to illustrate er exhibit their 
art. It would seem proper that the Treasury 
Department should satisfy itself that the 
persons who seek admission to the United 
States and confess that they have come 
here under an engagement to come are 
really engaged for art purposes, and 
that these purposes do not involve an 
evasion of the law. But is it not 
carrying this matter to the verge of the ridic- 
ulous, nay, more, is it not an outrage to com- 
pel each member of the Strauss orchestra to 
satisfy the Coliector of New York as to his 
measure of taste and science in the manual 
execution of his art and as to his skill, tone, 
and accomplishments as a musician? There 
is no Warrant in the law or in common sense 
for such a ridiculous proceeding. Who is to 
decide whether they are artists! Certainly 
not the Collector and his inspectors. Cer- 
tainly not the musical unions of New York, 
for they are too prejudiced to give a fair or 
even intelligent decision. Certainly not the 
orchestral conductors of New York, tor even 
if Edward Strauss would submit his force 
to such an examination it is impossible to 
conceive that such men as Theodore Thomas, 
Seidl, Damrosch, or Nemendorf would insult 
him by making it. The extent to which this 
matter has gone shows the extremes of folly 
that.can be achieved by labor cranks when 
they really set about it. Rather than submit 
to any such nonsense Strauss, if he has any 
spirit, will stay ai home. If such interpreta- 
tions of the law are to obtain, why not make 
it absolute and shut out all Kuropean artists? 
We have put a 30 per cent tariff on pictures 
and statues toshutartout Why not com- 
plete the work and forbid any artist, 
whether he comes individually or in an or- 
chestra, from landing on our shores? The 
whole business is humiliating. 


THE SCHOOL QUESTION IN NEW JERSEY. 

The action of Mgr. Doane, the Prothonotary 
Apostolic who recently notified the parish- 
ioners of St. Patrick's Cathedral in Newark, 
N. J., that they must take their children out 
of the public schools and send them to the 
parochial, under penalty of excommunication 
and denial of absolution, has not only caused 
a commotion among Catholic parents in that 
community, who have generally refused to 
obey the orders because they regard the pub- 
lic schools as vastly superior to those of their 
church and because as Americans they have 
the right to educate their children as they 
think best, but it has also aroused such in- 
dignation on tne part of the authorities that 
the State Board of Education will move in 
the matter of securing an amendment to the 
State Constitution so that Roman Catholic 
citizens may have the same privileges as 
others in the matter of educating their chil- 
dren. In an interview with Mr. F. X. Schoon- 
maker, a member of the State Board, that 
gentleman thus states the reasons for this 
movement to a correspondent of the New 
York Zvening Pest: 


There is considerable prejudice among some 
regarding my proposed solution of the parochial 
school question, but only among those who do 
not understand my plan. I bold that Roman 
Catholics are coerced into the compulsory send- 
ing of their children to the parochial schools and 
into abstaining altogether from public-school 
patronage. The Pope does not approve of send- 
ing children to public schools, because in them 
neither the spiritual nor the temporal sovereign- 
ty of the Pope is taught, while in the 
parochial schools the doctrine instilled 
into the pupils’ minds is full ot 
Papal sovereignty, both spiritual ana 
temporal. From this mighty foreign potentate 
comes the edict, Send none of your children to 
any but the parochial schools,” and the edict is 
obeyed. To my own personal knowledge there 
are many Roman Catholics who believe the pub- 
lic schools vastly superior to the schools of their 
own church, There is better grading, a broader 
and more careful selection of teachers with re- 
gard to their especial fitness to impart informa- 
cion, more thorough géneral instruction. They 
would like to avail themselves of the public- 
school advantages, but they dare not. tne re- 
sults would be portentous of evil to their souls. 


To obviate this difficulty the amendment to 
the Constitution proposed by the State Board 
of Education is intended to prevent coercion. 
It gives to all parents “the right to exercise 
their liberty of conscience and of judgment 
by making it unlawful for any power, for- 
eign or local, to use dictauon or coercion to 
enforce attendance at any particular school 
or to compel absence from the public or other 
schools; in other words, to reinforce the 
law which already makes educauon com- 
puisory by leaving parents free to choose the 
schools at which their children shall be edu- 
cated. As Will be- seen, this does not inter- 
fere with the right of parents to send their 
chiidren to parochial schools, if they so wish, 
but at the same time it gives them the right 
to send them to Wee pubiic schools if they so 
choose, and that right cannot be traversed’ 
by orders from any one. As has been said 
already, me order promulgated by the 
Church authorities is a brutum fulmen so far 
as large numbers of the Catholics are con- 
cerned, who do no propose to have their tem- 
poral or politicai rights abridged by the 
Church, but such an amendment as the one 
proposed will come to the relief of those who 
would like to send their children to the 
public schools but dare not. It will give 
them free liberty of judgment and make 
coercion illegal. For such an amendment as 
this the Church authorities have only them- 


selves to blame. They cannot expect that 


the American people are going to stand by 
and see their public-school system attacked 
witoout making a strenuous and en 
defense of it. The Church is un wise to ferce 
the issue, for if there is one institution

As importations for the spring season are 
now coming in it is a matter of importance 
to the dry-goods trade to know what con- 
struction the Treasury Depariment will put 
upon tne act of Congress approved by the 
President last Tuesday.

Overland Cotton Movement. 

New Ox.eans, LA., Feb. 22.—The New Or- 
leans Cotton Exchange statement issued to- 
day makes the net overland movement of 
cotton across the Ohio, Mississippi, and Po- 
tomac Rivers to Northera American and 
Canadian mills for the week ending Feb. 21, 
inclusive, 8.651 bales, against 22,722 during 
the same week last year and the total since 
Sept. 1 796,158, against 796,967. 

The American mills have taken during the 
twenty-Uve weeks of the season up to last 
night 1,893,448 bules, against 1, 80, 44 last 
year.

NO RUSH FOR THE SIOUX RESERVATION. 


Bat Few Pioneers Have as Yet Settled 
Upon the Lands, 

Yankton, S. D., Feb. 22.— [Special. — 
Members cf the Legisiature in session, at 
Pierre atrived here tonight, together with 
Deputy United States Marshal Young. All 
are unanimous in saying that the stories of 
settiers rushing upon the reservation which 
have been telegraphed abroad ure almost 
whoily false. At Pierre and Chamberlain the 
United States Marshal is reported to have an 
armed force of 100 men to keep order. Dep- 
uty Marsha! Young says there have been no 
armed deputies on the reservation, and that 
he believed from his observation at Pierre 
and Chamberlain that not more than 500 peo- 
ple have gone upon the reservation and 
some of them bave returned. There is no 
place for settlers to stay on the reservation, 
no settiement, no fuel, end there are not 
teams enough to hau! one-tenth part of the 
lumber necessary to house 1,000 people. 

About April it is expected the rush for the 
lana of milk aud honey will begin, and that 
the pioneer who iocates on the Sioux Reser- 
vation will be entitied to all the milk and 
honey he can got.

REQUEST OF THE OMAHA TO REDUCE 
BATES TO er. PAUL DENIED. — 


That Road Will Apply Mississippi River 
Rates te St. Paul on Coarse Grain Not- 
withstanding Chairman Walker's Ad- 
verse Decision—Farther Rate Complica- 
tions the Result—The Combined Locals 
East and West of the Missouri River to 
Be Applied on Through Trafiic. 


At the January meeting of the Western 
and Northwestern Divisions of the Western 
Freight Association the Chicago, St. Paul, 
Minneapolis and Omaha railway gave notice 
of its desire to putin effect the same rates 
on coarse grain from Omaha to St. Paul and 
Minneapolis as made from Omaha to St. 
Louis. Objection being made by members 
of the Inter-State Commerce Railway Asso- 
ciation the subject was referred to the latter 
association for discussion, and upon consid- 
eration at the February meeting of managers 
a disagreement resulted and an appeal to ar- 
bitration was taken by the Omaha. Chaiur- 
man Walker gave his decision in the matter 
yesterday. His conclusions are as follows: 

This application 1s quite different from that 
under which a through rate was recently author- 
ized on traffic from Boston to Nebraska points 
via St. Paul. The representative of the Chi- 
cago, St. Paul, Minneapolis and Omaha com- 
pany, in his communication in respect to the 
present case, refers as a precedent to the es- 
tablishment of the same rates west-bcund from 
St, Paul and Minneapolis to Omahaand points 
west thereof as are applied from Mississippi 
River points.“ The arbitrator is not aware that 
any such rates haye been established. The for- 
mer application was presented and considered 
as a proposition for a through rate strictly; it 
was claimed that its introduction would make 
no change in the tariff charged shippers, to whom 
other routes were open at the same rate; that it 
could not have any effect upon intermediate: 
rates; thatit was intenden simply to put the 
through line via St. Paul upon an equality with 
other existing hnes without changing the rates 
at any local points or on any other lines. 

This application, on the other hand,ts a pro- 
posed reduction in the local rate between Omaha 
and St. Paul. If granted to the Omaha it neces- 
sarily becomes open to all the lines between 
those points, mcluding atleast three routes which 
pass through the State of Iowa, where it would 
reduce the present iocal tariffs materially; it 
would also open a question of differentials as be- 
tween Chicago and St. Paul which no award or 
action taken in this matter is competent to set- 
tle. It selects a single initial point at whigh no 
grain originates, but where the application of 
the proposed rate would disturb agreed relations 
in other large sections of territory where much 
grain is produced and shipped locally. 

The rate now in effect to St. Paul from Nebras- 
ka points via Sioux City, which is referred to in 
connection with the application, was not author- 
ized by any arbitration nor by any action of any 
association; the point previously arbitrated in 
regpect to that rate was the question of the reg- 
uiarity of certain action of the Trans-Missouri 
Association under the supplementary agree- 
ment; and the conclusion of the arbitrators was 
distinctly stated that such action was subject to 
the condition imposed by said agreement—name- 
ly: that it should not operate to reduce rates be- 
tween intermediate ots in the Western 
Freight Association. The rate at the time in 
force from Sioux City to St. Paul was 16 cents 
and from Omaha to St. Paul 20 cents. The ac- 
tion of the Trans-Missouri Association was 
therefore subject to those rates as minimums, 
The granting of the present application would 
establish lower minimums, which, apparently, 
would seriously affect ail lowa lines. 

It is understood that a rate of 15 cents from 
Sioux City proper to St. Paul is now justified as 
necessary to meet the competition of an outside 
line. That position, if substantiated, does not 
extend the rate to Omaha; and the disturbance 
which would be created by an effort to make St. 
Paul a Mississippi River point would be likely to 
involve much greater difficulty than the main- 
tenance of the existing tariffs upon shipmenis 
from the Omahe elevators of corn originating in 
the very limited section in respect to which it is 
said the proposed rate would practically be ot 
use to the Omaha company. 

The argument from distance is cogent, but is 
not necessarily contralling. The distance from 
Omaha to St. Louis is the extreme application of 
the rate from Missouri River points to Mississip- 
pi River points; which, in fact, is based upon a 
much shorter mileage than the Cistance from 
Omahato St. Paul. The employment of that 
rate between Omaha and St. Louis is exception- 
al. Upon a careful consideration of the various 
facts and circumstances which surround thecase 
it seems clear to me that the present application 
should not be autborized. 

The Omaha (Northwestern) will no doubt 
apply the reduced rate notwithstanding 
Chairman Walker’s decision, and it will cer- 
tainly cause further demoralization in West- 
ern ana Northwestern freight rates. The 
Omaha, Northwestern, and Union Pacific 
will cease to be members of the Gentlemen’s 
Association next Tuesday, and consequently 
they will pay no more attention to the rul- 
ings of Chairman Walker and make rates to 
suit themselves. 


SIMVPLY AN EMERGENCY TARIFF, 


Combined Locals to Be Applied to Certain 
Kansas and Nebraska Points. 

The Western Freight Association at its 
meeting yesterday took important action re- 
garding freight rates trom Chicago to points 
in Nebraska and Kansas. The reduction in 
class rates to Missouri River points from the 
basis of 75 cents first-class to the basis of 60 
cents was up for consideration. It was found 
that the combined locals East and West of 
the river under the new schedule were in 
most instances as low if not lower than the 
etablished through rates to points West of 
the river. To reduce the through rates suf- 
ficiently to keep up the relative basis 
between through and local rates. it was ar- 
gued, would cause a heavy loss of revenue to 
all of the roads, and it was therefore sug- 
gested that the combined locals east and 
west of the Missouri River be made the 
through rates. Objection was made on the 
part of the representatives of some of the 
roads having through lines to points west of 
the river. The point was raised that to those 
points in Southeastern Kansas (Wichita 
group) the combined locals could not be ap- 
plied, as the agreed percentage basis allowed 
those points a lower through rate. It was 
also claimed that the combined locals could 
not be charged to Lincoln, Beatrice, Wahoo, 
and other Nebraska points north of Colum- 
bus owing to the peculiar situation in that 
sectuon and the active competition existing 
there. It was finally agreed to apply the 
combined locals on through traftic to all 
points west of Columbus, Neb., and ail Kan- 
sas points except where the percentage basis 
makes a lower rate necessary. Upon motion 
of the representative of the Rock Island it 
was further agreed that this should -be sim- 


pl an emergency tariff and that the rates 


should be changed as soon as circumstances 
warranted it.

It 
seems that Chinese agents were in Chicago nego- 
riating for the purchase of machinery to be 
used in developing mines in the Tai Shan mount- 
ain range. Most of these mines are controlled 
by California capitalists, and they have been 
working on the enterprise for over two years. 
The mines are situated about twenty-five miles 
inland from the port of Chee Foo, which is 700 
miles south of Shanghai. They are called the 
King Lo Sang Mines or Mines of the Golden Ox 
Mountain, 

“The Ninghar Mine, the biggest one of the 
series, situated in the southeast part of the 
Shan Tung Province. The width of the ledge 
will average twenty feet, though in one place it 
is seventy. The formation is of granite. In the 
tunnel the ledge will average about #20 a ton. 
There are now over 500 tons of ore on the dump 
and they are preparing to receive the machinery. 
The ore is decomposed and honeycombed. 

C. E. Taylor, well known in California, is the 
Superintendent. The General Manager and one 
of the chief owners is Gen. Lee, atone time 
Viceroy of Chi Nang Foo but now associated 
with the Imperial Mining Bureau. Mrs. Taylor 
arrived in San Francisco a few weeks ago. I 
understand that she came over to confer with 
the California syndicate and to hasten the ship- 
ment of the machinery.“ 


The tall, broad-shouldered Westerner in a 
long bear-skin coat who has been noticed about 
the Grand Pacific the last few days is John E. 
Decker, a Colorado ranchman. He tells of a 
unique cowboy syndicate and how the boys are 
beating the State. 

“You see,“ he related, there is a law in our 
State which provides that the Treasurer of each 
county’ shall pay the sum of $1 for every wolf or 
coyote scalp, the object being to exterminate 
them and protect ourstock. It is a good law, es- 

cially for the boys this winter. From the 

oks of the various County Treasurers one 
would think the eastern part of the State was 
swarming with the auimals and that the people 
were doing nothing but hunting wolves, when in 
fact they don’t kill one a day in the whole State. 
Most of the cowboys are let out at the end of the 
full round-up, and they have a pretty hard time 
in the winter. Last fall a number formed a syn- 
dicate to sell wolf and coyote skins 
to the State. Some of the boys went to 
St. Louis and bought up all the wolf's 
scalps they could find, then shipped them to 
their partners in Colorado, who in turn turned 
them over to the different treasurers for 81 
apiece. The profit on each one was 75 cents 
minus the freight. After a few weeks in St. 
Louls they moved East and continued opera- 
tions. It was a clever scheme, and the officials 
were perplexed to account for the great increase 
in wolves. Of course there are wolves in the 
State, but the numberissmall. I know of the 
Treasurer of Arapahoe County paying $20 for the 
scalps of two bears. The cowboy who presented 
them swore he killed them not over eight miles 
from Denver. If our politicians don’t catch on 
soon the boys will be cashing in sealskins.”

Bishop Newman of Omaha was at the Sherman 
House yesterday. He is in the city to participate 
in the observance of the anniversary of the 
Southern Educational Society. 

»The negroes have blundered in forming 
leagues to gain their rights,” said he. When 
any man claims certain rights because he isa 
foreigner or because he is of a particular color 
he is in the wrong. There should be no distinc- 
tion of race in this country, and surely the 
negroes should be the last to attempt to perpet- 
uate such a distinction, In Europe it makes no 
difference whether a man is a negro, a Mon- 
golian, or a Caucassian, but u makes a 
great deal of difference whether he 
is educated or ignorant. We all know that there 
is a distinction in this country. and that the 
colored men are looked down upon by a great 
portion of the people. But that is not because 
they are negroes; it is because they lined so long 
in a condition of servitude and are seemingly 
still in that condition. Isuppose that even in 
Chicago there are few hotels that would receive 
a negro as a guest and few churches that would 
want negro members. 

“There is such a thing as a natural right 
and such a thing as an acauired right. 6 
negro should have his natural rights secured to 
bim by law, but for acquired rights he should 
look only to education. There should be no 
Afro-American Leagues. no preservation of race 
disti: ions, Dut rather a universal desire for 
education. 

“The Methodist Episcopal Church provides the 
means of education, and says to whites and to 
blacks: Come! The M. E. Church jis the John 
the Baptist of this age. Her people contribute 
$25,000,000 for charity every year. The records 
show $20,000,000, and 1 believe that individual 
and other gifts amount to $5,000,000 more.“

This statement was made by J. C. McDonald, 
a builder of roads from Sioux City, who is at the

“It is apparent now,” he continued,“ that there 
will be lote of steel laid next summer. The 
opening of the Indian reservation and the recent 
development of mines in Wyoming and other 
Western Territories and States will demand 
more roads, .The business was almost killed last 
year by spectacular schemes which failed to ma- 
terialize. At present there are four or five pro- 
jected short lines to the Pacific coast, and all ex- 
ist only on paper. The much-advertised line 
from Sioux City to Salt Lake is not growing with 
any great rapidity. Some of my sub-contractors 
worked on the line for a few weeks and had dif- 
ficuity in getting their money. All of these pa- 
per roads seriously retard legitimate construc- 
tion, and the people should think twice before 
they put their money in them. Both the Burling- 
ton and the Union Pacific are expected to make 
several extensions in Nebraska next summer.“

bea bushelof corn sold in Kansas at the 
present prices, and thatif the means within 
the reach of the farmers themselves were 
judiciously used with but few exceptional 
cases there ought not to be any sold. He 
thinks the next best solution of the problem 
is for the alliances of the State to store the 
surplus corn and arrange for the farmers to 
draw or borrow monel on it. Secretary 
Mohier says: Corn in Kansas at 12 cents 
a bushel is as good as gold, aud under the 
circumstances now existing there is not, in 
my opinion, a bank in the State that would 
not cheerfully loan money at a reasonable 
rate on corn well cribbed or stored. Corn in 
Kansas at 12 cents a bushel would be good 22 
security for that amount per bushel, and 
that amount coula be borrowed by any 
farmer who is honestly and faithfully trying 
to get through to solid ground. The security 
is good, because corn is moraliy certain to be 
| worth 18 cents per bushel in less than 
four months from now, and if fed to stock 
2> cents or more per bushel would 
be realized.“ 

Mr. Mohler gives it as his opinion that 
even if the entire reduction in rates which 
was granted by the railroads, one and onc- 
half cents per bushel, went directly into the 
pockets of Kansas farmers it would not be 
the best solution of the problem before them. 
However, the raiiroads generously granted 
the emergency rate in response to the urgent 
demand, and, the preseut condition of the 
markets indicating no relief to the farmers 
from this source, confirm the doubts telt bv 
many as to the expediency of the movement.

“ By no means—one-third from tne Neapol- 
itan provinces. That is a very different 
thing.

Evidently Sig. Baijonott: was thinking of 
the crisp winters of vanished years. There 
are no cold days now—except for the Demo- 
crats, and they are used to them. Even Mr. 
Cleveland is getting acclimated. 

People wonder.“ the Consul went on, 
“how the South Italians can bear tho rough 
weather of North America in winter-time. 
They forget or den't know—it is all one— 
that the people of the Neapolitan provinces 
come from the hardiest part of all Italy. 
That rugged mountain district—the backbone 
of the peninsula—breeds the sturdiest sons 
of Italy. They live in tne open air ana grow 
——— as grigs and strong as mine-donkey;s. 

y are mountaineers fit for any climate. 
There are many Italians in Russia you 
know—I have seen them in winter-time in 
St. Petersburg and the tingling cold touched 
hem no more than Neapolitan sunshine 
would have done. They bore the harsh 
weather as easily as any moujik from the 
north.“ 

Aud what do these good Italians do when 
they emigrate 

“It is said,” remarked Sig. Majnotti, 
“that every good American, when he dies, 
goes to Paris——” 

„Bar the messenger boys—they go to Phil- 
adeiphia.”’ 

The Consul was good enough to smile. 

“And I might’ say,” he went on, that 
every good Italian—if he emigrates ut all 
comes to the United, States. hat does he 
got Of course the bhlk of them gain a liv- 
ing by manual labor. But they are industri- 
ous and thrifty. as a rule. Tney get fruit- 
stands or little shops; then they develop 
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into merchants, and then, perhaps, bankers.” 

Sig. Baijonotti is something of a philoso- 

her. 

“ By the way,” he added, “life is paradox- 
ically unpleasant. It would be much more 
delightful te start out as a banker, even if 
one had to end up as a manual laborer.” 

There is only one other fact, gleaned from 
a pleasant chat with the Italian Consul, that 
need be added. The Italians do not go to the 
country; they have none of the Danish and 
Scotch love for land. They have a tendency 
to conglomerate in the cities. There they 
usually do well. They are patient, steady 
workers; frugal aud thrifty. They live among 
themselves. Few of them get into politics 
or the penitentiary. 


III. 
And where is Little Italy“! 
Let us walk along Soutn Clark street. 
There is only one block on South Clark 
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THE EARLY BIRD. 


street that has no saloon. The Post-Office 
covers that. Above that South Clark street 
runs chiefly to dramshops, pawushops, and 
lodging-houses. The basements underneath 
have broken out into a red, unhealthy rash 
of barber-shops—shave five cents, hair-cut 
10 cents—and Chinese laundries. 

At Polk street one gets the first hint of 
„Little Italy.“ Take No. 38 for instance. It 
is typical. A ramshackle, hump-backed 
little building—a sort of architectural Quilp. 
The chimney-pots are askew; the dirty win- 
dows blink with a sort of dull and drunken 
stupidity. 

Once upon a time, doubtless, it was a cozy 
little cottage; papa came home from work, 
and lit his pipe, and reread his TRIBUNE; the 
youngsters tumbled noisily about the floor; 
mamma mended stockings by the neat little 
fireplace. It was a decent, well-behaved 
little bome in the days when Long John“ 
was Mayor. 

And now? 

Blot its name out of the family Biole. 

It has gone into trade. 

A big black-eyed woman with a beady- eyed 
baby is behind the counter. Two little girl 
things with tumbling jet hairscramble about 
among the boxes of macaroni. Outsideisa 
cigar sign; there is a popular belief in Polk 
street it represents an Italian contarina 
who started out to bea squaw and miscued. 
She evidently carromed on a dilapidated bal- 
let-girl. Half of her frock is gone, and as for 
nose—bless me, it has been tip-tilted off ner 


face. 

This composite female gives notice to the 
nobility and gentry of Polk street that cigars 
and tobaceo are to be bought within; like 

tes are not soid there 
e the wooden maiden sick. 
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very badly—will sneak into one of these 
Italian houses and cut the atmosphere up 
into small sections and sell it for sewer- 
bricks. His neirs-at-law will reap a fortune. 

It is a weird thing—this Odor. It looks 
like the delirium tremens. It stretches out 
its arms like an octopus and wraps one 
round with a can’t-let-go-of-you-darling em- 
brace, Death is not instantaneous; one sim- 
ply swelters away into astifling unconscious- 
ness, haunted by red dreams of 
the coal-cellar in Hadas. 

This Odor has bought the lease of No. 848 
Clark street; it lives there and makes merry. 
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THE MERCHANT OF VENICE. 


The place has no license for pugilistic enter- 
tainments, but strong men go in there and 
wrestie with the Odor—by the way, there is 
a bottlenolder—and are carried out with 
broken thighs. Weak men goin and strug- 
gle with the Ododr—and die. This trag- 
edy—awful as Louis James in Hamlet —is 
played every day and every night, and no 
checks are given for cloves. 

This worid is a logical sort of a place after 
all. At No. 348 the Odor reigns below; above- 
stairs lives a doctor. The two wage deadl 
—very deadiy—war. Dr. Ronga is a grad- 
uate of the famous old Italian medical col- 
lege; in addition he is a clever man and a 
scientist. It might be added that be pub- 
lishes a weekly paver in Italian. He is a 
strong man, too; he has met the Odor and is 
still in the ring. 

But as a matter of fact little Italy’’—of 
course that is the Italy of Chicago—concen- 
trates its lower life at Stephano’s. Stephano 
is famous. Heis the Pooh-Bah of this grim 
quarter of Italy. Banker, grocer, beer-seller, 
contractor, builder, money-lender, philan- 
thropist, lodging-house keeper, 
agent, broker, capitalist, © politician—BSig. 
Stephano is all of these and a married man 
as well. His headquarters are at No. 416 
South Clark. On one window is the legend, 
„Banca Italiana“ On the owner he who runs 
may read. Beer.“ It is a big place, too. 
The bank is on one side; the bar on the 
other. The grocery-shop wanders vaguely 
about the whole room. Railway laborers 
out of a job, miners whose health is under- 
mined sit at the tables and babole Roman 
hieroglyphies at each other. Doubtiess the 
conversation is very interesting. But in 
some odd way or another it recalls the cata- 
combs and the pictured saints—each one has 
just seven bones and no spinal column— 
drawn along the walis. These pictures were 
made by the martyrs. Probably they were 
attempting to immortalize tbeir sufferings. 
At all events they have done so—their agony 
lives in those who look. 

A lank, yellow, long-haired creature sat in 
front of Stephano’s yesterday afternoon with 
a cage of fortune-teiling birds. 

He was a man. 

Miss Susan B. Anthony says that a man 18 
a bustleless bi who has no back hair to do 
up and who lives principally on aicoholic 
stimulants, with an occasional meal thrown 
in as a makeweight. 

This lank and yellowcreature had acertain 
amount of hair to do up, but still he was a 
man. More than that he was a brother. All 
men are brothers—bar those who are merely 
cousins and borrow money. 

Brother!“ 

Vatta devilla vanta!“ asked the lank and 
yellow Italian. 

„Son of Cesar, scion of Scipio, hoffspring 
of Horace, microbe- transmitter of Mecenas, 
tell me——”’ 

“Vatta vanta!“ 

“Does the blood of Romulus rush with the 
old-time fire through your heart? Do you 
live in those fine old days of 3,000 years 
ago!

Wisdom comes from the east, not from the 
south of Italy. 

IV. 


But to see the vagabondage and beggardom 
of the Italy of Chicago one must go further 
south on Clark street. It is about Twelfth 
street and the viaduct that the true pictur- 
esque poverty runs riot. 

There the street ends in a cul de sac. The 
region is a wilderness of disheveled tene- 
ments and down-in-the-heel cottages. There 
the scavengers dwell ana the organ-grinders 
and men who sell plaster images have 
their abode. In fact, it is a repro- 
duction on a small scale of Saf- 
fron Hill in London. Every morning there 
is a hegira; energetic Italy goes forth to its 
labor. Little brown-leggea, black-eyed 
urchins skurry out to sell newspapers or 
black boots; da monka and the rotary music- 
box set out on their pilgrimage. 

An hour later and the bustie isatan end; 
a sweet calm broods over the place. One 
might imagine that one were in the rural 
loneliness of a St. Louis business street. Lit- 
tie Italy is asleep. 

But night comes and all is changed; then 
mirth runs riot, and the accordion screams, 
and the brown and jolly chiidren of the land 
that Keats loved quaff * beakers full of the 
warm south.“ 

All this, of course, 1s Italy in rags. It goes 
without saying that Chicago boasts another 
Italy. Consul Majnotti referred to it. There 
one finds wealth, and refinement, and art, 
and the faces that Titian painted. But some- 
how or other wealth not always pict- 
uresque. 

The ting-tang of the castinets is jauntier 
music than the rattle of trade dollars.

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THE RIDDLE OF PALENQUE 


A TRLBUNE SAVANT AMONG THE RUINS 
OF THE ANCIENT CITY. 
— 

No Key to the Inscriptions Found on the 
Tablets— They Are Not Like Anything 
Else Known Among the Wise Men—A 
Stracture That Brings to Mind the 
Tower of Babylon—A Spaniard Believed 
That Palenque Was Settied by Pho- 
nicians and Kgyptians. 

It is a sad fact that in spite of many efforts 
the scientists of this country are no further 
advanced in their efforts to solve tne riddle 
offered by Palenque, Tulha, Mayapan, 
Uxmal, Chichen Itza, Peten Itza, and Izam- 
al than the first discoveries. These ancient 
cities of a bygone civilizahon form two 
groups in the southern part of Mexico, all 
being in Yucatan save Palenque and Tuiha, 
and these are in Chiapas. It is to the latter 
that the chief attention of the learned has 
been directed, because there is about them a 
much deeper mystery, a more impenetrable 
gloom of antiquity, and the native traditions 
link with them names that have a most fa- 
miliar sound. The Quiche and Kakchiquel 
histories ascribe the origin of Palenque toa 
hero or demi-god named Wotan who came 
from where the sun rises, from a place called 
Wallum-Wotan, bringing with him artificers 
of various kinds, and particularly men who 
could cut precious stones, Wotan also built 
Tulha, and some writers among the Mayas 
ascribe to him the building of Ghowel, a city 
with an Arabic name indeed. 

What remains of Palenque, however, would 
be sufficient to explain all its mysterious

nature if any one could make out the in- 
scribed tablets in many of the halis. But no 
one can. The letters are called calculiform, 
because they resemble square or round peb- 
bles upon which an engraver has sculptured 
signs. Upon examination they suggest irre- 
sistibly the idea of an imitauon of movable 
type—perhaps wooden blocks such as the 
Chinese used. To the humble observer who 
has no particular theory the arts of Palenque 
seem an imitation by savages of things 
which they only understood imperfectly. 
The teocalli which is shown here has a 
quaint air of resemblance to a Babylonian 
structure. and from the architectural point 
of view must be considered asa second cousin 
at least of the Towerof Babel. One of the 
misfortunes attending the study of this 
branch of American archzolegy is that there 
are too many suggestive facts, and almost 
every writer has endeavored to follow some 
especially interesting one to his own discom- 
fiture.

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PALACE AT CHICHEN TTA. 


In this building, one of the halis of Chichen 
Itza, the architecture is certainly very singu- 
lar, butmany of the moldings are familiar ac- 
quaintances. Architects have been accustomed 
to connect them with Greek structures, though 
no one has affirmed that the Greeks origi- 
nated them. One of the most familiar is the 
zig-zag, another equally sois the entre lac, 
and another largeiy employed in our own 
buildings is that running scroll which seems 
to have been suggested by the Persian and 
Babylonish friezes of animals pursuing each 
other in never-ending succession. Yet is 
there nothing which resembles in the least a 
Greek structure. 


SHRINE AT PALENQUE. 


Upon the top of tne great teocalliof Palenque 
is a temple and in it is a shrine adorned with 
singular carvings. No one can examine this, 
however cursorily, without detecting a very 
strong resemblance to Assyrian religious 
tablets, and a resemblance not so strong to 
Egyptian frescoes. The main idea is a group 
of three, two of whom are portrayed under 
human form, but the central form to which 
they act as supports or champions 
18 veiled under symbolism, In 
the cut the symbol is a trophy 
formed of a breastplate and weapons that 
resemble the British partisan, the whole 
being very suggestive of Roman military 
trophies. But were is another tabiet in an- 
other temple where same human figures 
appear as supporters toacross. It is a Latin 
cross, but it is so covered with ornament that 
it must be studied before its real character 
becomes clear. There are many Assyrian 
triads where the central figure is the Sacred

The other figure is bably 
Quetzalcohuatl, the winged — 4 — 
in nis own form or in the form of 
The weapon of the war god bears a general 
resemblance to a true sword, and is not in 
the least like the so-called sword of the 
Aztecs, which Cortez and his men found 
sufficiently formidable in spite of its radical 
defects. It was a stout club, grooved for the 
insertion of obsidian knives, which broke 
with a little use. The sword of the Tzendal 
champion is obviously of metal and has a 
real hilt, although a fantastic one. 

Visitors to the ruins of Palenque generally 
go there by way of Guatemala, through the 
mountains of the Cucumatanes, but it is quite

Uzumaciota is navigable for small steamers 
up to a point within a few miles of Palenque, 
having a width of 900 feet and an average 
depth of 16 feet in the dryest part of the ary 
season. In the unpublished manuscript of 
Ordonez in the library of Mexico the author 
states that Armendaris, the architect who 
accompanied Dei Rio, found at the confluence 
of the Uzumacinta and the Catasayha, a sub- 
terranean stone structure on one of the 
banks, which was completely covered with 
trees. He broke open part of the wall, and 
found piled up inside the wooas which still 
are the great source of wealth to the ple 
of the country, mahogany, rosewood, Brazif 
wood, cedar, logwood, fustic, ana other kinds. 
This shows that there was atime when Palen- 
que was a commercial center, and its thread 
of communication with the outer world was 
this river. But it almost takes one’s breath 
away to learn that mahogany and rosewood 
were used in bygone ages for the same pur- 
poses as today. It is notorious that the 
Egyptians made their tables, their sotas, their 
chairs, and bedsteads of rare woods, and as 
they were nota seafaring people these woods 
were brought to them by the Pocenicians, in 
all probability, or by the Carthaginians, 
who neo-Pheenicians. Humboldt 
pointed t that there was a passage 
in Plutarch which stated clearly and 
distinctly that a swarthy personage came 
from a great transatlantic continent and 
staid for several years at Carth after 
which he returned home. This wo seem 
to indicate that the Carthaginians had trad-

nay, where he graduated with a view

On is return to Chicago, however, 
he entered the office of the Merchants’ Loan 
and Trust company, and there, during sume 
years of zealous service, acquired the finan- 
cial experience which has resulted in his 
resent eminence as a banker and stock 
rokér. His devotion to the work of the 
Consulate has been meanwhile ardent and 
successful, his reports on certain features of 
American progress, suchas the establish- 
ment of the Chicago telephone system, hav- 
ine won for him the approval ana rewards of 
the Belgian Government. 

“The consular interests of Belgium,“ said 
Mr. Henrotin to the reporter, “are much 
more important than is generally supposed. 
Since the interdiction of American meats in 


France and Germany a great deal of these. 


products is shipped to Antwerp, which has 
come to be regarded as a point of distribution 
for all that part of the European Continent.“ 
A similar exclusion of these products had also 
been designed in Belgium when it was the 
idea of Mr. Henrotin to invite to this city 
its New York Consul-General for the pur- 
pose of showing him personally under what 
excellent sanitary conditions our meats were 
prepared for shipment. The report which 
followed to the home Government had the 
effect of altering its purpose, and for his 
services in the affair Consul Henrotin was 
rewarded with a cross of Knighthood. 

This gentieman is also Chicago Consul to 
the Ottoman Empire, an apvointment which 
he holds since 1877. Its auties are not 
onerous, dut it is found that quite a, number 
of Turks, Armenians, Arabs, and ofher sub- 
jects of the Sultan pass through this city in 
the course of the year, nearly all of whom 
have occasion to seek the Consuil’s advice 
and friendiy offices. Speaking of his con- 
sular duties generally Mr. Henrotin said: 
„One of the chief labors of the office is the 
adjustment of prope interests between 
members of families, reely a day passes 
but we have to certify powers of attor- 
ney, or the proofs of births, deaths, 
and marriages on which questions of inner- 
itance or conveyance may depend. In this 
country there is much difficulty in getting 
such dates verified, so looseiy are the civil 
records kept in most Western States. The 
laws reguiating such matters should be more 
strictly enforced. Their neglect is often the 
occasion of personal distress or wrongs. 
Only a short time ago the daughter ot a 
wealthy Chicagoan, now long deceased, 
engaged herself to marry a gentieman 
in Brussels. Under the Belgian code she 
should either have her father’s consent or 
furnish proof of hisdeath. The certificate 
of his death was accordingly applied for to 
this Consulate, but, though the time and 
piace of his death were fully known, there 
was no official record to vouch for the facts. 
In that case we met the trouble by a bunch 
of affidavits, but sometimes there is a long 
and vexatious delay, and only for the com- 
plete records kept by the Catholic clergy 
weshould often find it impossible to prove 
these family events. They do these things 
much better on the Continent of old Europe.“ 

AUSTRO- HUNGARY. 


At No. 2 South Clark street is the office of 
Henry Claussenius, Consul in Chicago for 
the Austro-Hungarian Empire, and also 
well known in the city through his banking 
business and as agent for the North German 
Lioyd’s ocean steamers. A tail, soldierly, and 
courtly-iooking gentieman, with mustache 
and imperial of snowy whiteness, the Consul 
would seem the ideal of an officer of the fa- 
mous Uhians. Sixty-five years ago he was 
born in the old Hiectorate of Hesse, where 
his father was Circuit Judge in the District 
of Cassel. Educated in that city he came out 
to the United States in 1850, being engaged 
in the various trade pursuits at New York 
City tor several diligent years. He also 
served there as Acting Consul for Prussia, 
Saxony, and Baden, until, in 1864, he was sent 
on to Chicago as Consul for the Kingdom 
of Prussia, later acting in the same capacity 
for the North German Confederation and 
briefiy for the united German Empire. Soon 
after the establishment of the latter Power 
it was decided to make the Chicago Consu- 
late a regular diplomatic office, and Mr. 
Claussenius, being now engaged in a profita- 
ble banking business, concluded to resign 
from its cares and honors. Immediately 
atterward he was made Consul for Austro- 
Hungary, in which post be has since been 
revered as the friend and adviser of the 
various races of its subjects who inhabit 
these Northwestern States. His duties ia 
this connection are of the usual personal and 
legal nature, including that of exempting or 
suspending for due cause the sub- 
jects of the Empire here who are 
still liabie to military service, 
He is assisted in the work of the Consulate, 
as well as in his commercial enterprises, by 
two sons, one of whom, Edward, has the ap- 

intmentof Vice-Consul. Mr. Claussenius

On the door-post of a well-known optical 
establishment in Washington street the arms 
of the Swiss Republic, with an appropriate 
inscription, show the proprietor, Louis Boer- 
lin, to be the Consul for wat friendly nation. 
Tunis gentieman came to Chicago in 1862, hav- 
ing previously spent some years in St. Louis, 
where he learned the business which he still 
follows. His first veoture here was as part- 
ner in the firm of James Foster Jr. & Co. 
which in 1868 became Foster & Boerlin, an 
in three years later his oon sole enterprise. 
The Consulate for Switzerland is the oldest 
in Chicago, being established as far back as 
1864, Mr. Boerlin being made the Vice-Con- 
sul in the following year. With a brief in- 
terreguum he held this appointment until 
1880, when he obtained the commission of 
Consul, which he still retains. He is a push- 
ing business-man and makes an excellent 
official, being very highly regarded by the 
several thousands of Swiss who are resi-

DENMARK, 


Of Consuls for European countries there 
remains but to notice the popular and inter- 
esting Emil Dreier, who was made Vice- 
Consul for Denmark in 
1868, having been then 
a resident in this city 
from 1854.

In local 
affairs he has been a member of 
the Board of Education, a West Park Com- 
missioner, and in several other positions of 
public trust and utility. In a much wider 
sphere he is known as an ornithologist of 
deep ‘research, his collections of rare and 
beautiful living birds having been a constant 
attraction even to strangers from afar. His 
studies in this branch of natural history 
have made him quite an authority on all mat- 
ters pertaining to it, so that in 1883 he was 
chosen to be one of the judges at tne Inter- 
national Bird Exposition heid in Copenha- 

en. For his services to his countrymen 

ere he has been rewarded by the Danish 
Government with the Order of Dannebdrog, 
and he is at preseat on the pointof retiring 
from the drug business to devote himself ex- 
clusively to his birds and his Consular du- 
ties. Consiaering tnere are from 10,000 to 
15,000 Danes in Chicago alone, and also the 
wide extent of his jurisdiction, it may be 
imagined that Mr. Driver's Consular func- 
tions have been varied and numerous.

THE REPOBLIC OF MEXICO. 


The sister Republicof Mexico is repre- 
sented in Chicago by Consul Felipe Berrioza- 
bal Jr., appointed to 
the office in May, 1889, 
in succession to Con- 
sul Ignacio Alas, who 
died in this city a few 
weeks previously. The 
new ofiicial is about 
88 years old, and is 
originally from Toluca, 
in the home State of 
Mexico, his father be- 
ing the well-known 
General of like name 
who has been prowi- 
nent for over a gener- 
aon in the military 
and administrative 
service of his Govern- 
ment. The Consul 
was educated partis BAL In. 
in Mexico City, and later, for about five 
years, under the direction of 
his well-known countryman, Consul-General 
Navarro of New York City. This is his first 
public employment, his on! previous avoca- 
tion being the care of his father’s extensive 
properties in the State of Zacatecas. He is 
quite an amiable and obliging functionary, and 
appears to take his consular duties with zeal 
and earnestness, it being a subject of some 
regret with him that through the ignorance 
of certain Western manufacturers and ship- 
pers New York is tting the credit 
of most of the Shicago products 
forwarded to Mexico. This arises 
from the rties receiving their 
ordersthrough New York agents, the latter 
procuring consular certificates at that city, 
instead of having it done at the point of real 
origin or its nearest Consulate, as the com- 
mercial treaties and usage demand. The re- 
suitis that Chicago loses considerable ad- 
vertising of her products in Mexico, while 
the Consulate of that country here is shorn 
ofsome of the importance which is rightly 
its due. Meanwhile this trade with Mexico is 
steadily on the increase, one manufacturer 
in this city having shipped $80,000 worth of 
merchandise during the last three months 
of 1880. The Consul cannot even estimate 
the probable yearly total because of the 
diversion of invoices above explained, but he

There comes at t in the midst of the 


winter’s festivities a lull which is grateful to

That grim name which was once so suggest 
ive ofashes and thoughts of mortality is now 
restful und means a welcome truce with ail 
the vanities of the worid. 

The institution has been always refresh- 
ing and beneficial to the world, even when it 
seemed to be an inflicuor of churchiy author- 
ity. In maritime countries, for instance, the 
ecclesiastical command to abstain from flesh 
meat was always a stimulus to the fishing 
industry, which would otherwise receive lit- 
tie encouragement from lazy inland towns. 
If the observance of Lentin England had 
not been compulsory several centuries ago 
where would the hardy fishers have come 
from who grappled with the Armada and 
aided the winds and waves in destroying the 
power of Spain? 

And Lent, though it has lost many of its 
rigors, still retains much of its beneficent in- 
fluence. It calls back blushes to the tired 
cheek of Beauty; it gives to Folly an ovpor- 
tunity to think, though the opportunity is 
one that Folly seldom improves, and-it af- 
fords recreation to those laborers of this 
world who need it most—the seekers aiter 
pleasure. 

There is a delightful cessation of the] wear- 
some dance (a quiet game of cards proves to 
be such a change); there are no more inter- 
minabie dinners with tedious talkers to ac- 
centuate the horrors of indigestion—(a little 
téte-A-téte supper is infinitely more enjoya- 
bie); and instead of convenwonal plays or 
threadbare operas how welcome isa good 
picturesque sermon on some subject foreign 
to Christianitv—some live question of tne 
day, spicy enough to stira jaded taste and 
perhaps hotly peppered with politics! 

Admirably suited to the season is a lecture

The success of “Pinafore” at 
the Auditorium was so marked as to lead to 
its continuance the first three nights of the

„The Gondoliers” closed its third and last 
week last evening, and will be sent on the 
road. The opera has not been the success 
here that the management and all interested 
undoubtedly expected. From the openin 
night the attendance gradually decreased, 
until the patronage could scarcely have 
amounted to more than $3,000 for the last 
week, and that would seem to be scarcely 
more than the weekly expenses of the pro- 
duction, if as much. The falling-off of in- 
terest here has but repeated the experience 
of the sanguine managerin New York and 
elsewhere. So far as the general public has 
been heard from not one has been enthusi- 
asticover the work, and from a critical stand- 
point the opera must be pronounced as less 
satisfactory even than its immediate prede- 
cessors. There are indications that Gilbert 
and Sullivan’s d is) over in this 
country as regards new works from 
their pens, and that the public is beginning 
to weary of their style, which is exceedingly 
limited in its scope. But however this may 
be it is certain that The Gondoliers,” 
though containing two or three moderately 
clever and taking melodies, is as a whole 
wearisome. As this is the third opera in

American Composers’ Concert. 

Tuesday evening the American Conserva- 
tory of Music gave a concert at which the 
program was entirely devoted to the works 
of American composers. The showing of 
works by native writers was quite satis- 
factory and clearly indicated the great prog- 
ress whioh has been made in late years to- 
wards the establishment of a native school 
of musical composition. While none of the 
pieces proved the present existence of a dis- 
tinctive school, several gave token of an ad- 
vance in that direction, and not a few 
showed a high degree of scholarship. It is 
not at all necessary that the Amer.can com- 
poser should consciously strive to write in a 
style which may be characterized as “ Amer- 
aun im the sense of differing from the 
recognized peculiarities of style to be found 
in the works of writers belonging to other 
nationalities. It will be quite sufficient 
for the present if the Awmerican com- 
poser have ideas worthy of being 
expressed, with the scholarship required to 
express them in accordance with the best 
standards of existing musical art—thai 
is, with the technical knowledge to 

lace what he has to say in the best possi- 
ble light befor@ his bearers, regardless of 
whetner his work possesses a distinctively 
national characteristic or suggests What a 
German, Italian, or Russian might do with 
the same thoughts. As there has not yet 
been developed an American school of com- 
position, and there is oo style of writing to 
which the name American can be applied, 
there are no standards to be followed other 
than those dictated by good taste, and the 
creation of an American school may safely 
be left to the future. But such encourage- 
ment as the American Conservatory has 
made it a rule to extend to the native com- 
poser would, if generally followed by schools, 
concert-givers, and orchestras, do much to- 
wards elevating the standard of native art. 
The exampie is one which might well be fol- 
lowed throughout the country, for one pro- 
gram a year is none too much to be devoted 
to showing what native writers are capable 
of doing. 


Tschaikowsky’s “Romeo and Juliet.“

ties produced recently by. the Boston Sym-

Chat by an Old Smoker. 

George Wight: I smoke a great many cigars, 

I was going to say, in a day; but as my business 

keeps me in bed most of the day, I will say that 

I smoke a great many cigars in a night. I al- 

ways smoke strong, two-for-a-quarter cigars. I 

have smoked the same brand for twelve years, 
* except when I might be where that brand could 

mot be bad. In this way 1 always get good stock 
‘-in my cigar. 1 buy direct from the man who 
makes mem. He knows me and never deceives 
me. 

I smoke a strong cigar because it does me 
good. It never makes me nervous. When Ihear 
n man say that a dark cigar—i. e., a strong one— 
makes him nervous I know that he is no smoker. 
Tnever bite a cigar; I always cut-off the little 
end. A cigar smokes better if the little end is 
out or split 

I seldom permit my cigar to go out. If it went 

out frequently I would never try tosmoke it. In 
that case I would know that it was a bad cigar, 
in which case I should not want to smoke it, or 
that I was in no condition to enjoy a smoke. If, 
by chance, I happen to go into a strange cigar 
shop and the man at the case asks me if I want 
an imported cigar make up my mind that he 
doesn’t know his business or that de take“ me 
fora fool. A man is supposed to know what sort 
of cigar he wants and ought to say so at the 
start. An imported cigar, at the average cigar 
‘stand, at the common price, is a delusion and a 
snare, If I go into-a place where I am not known 
and buy a cigar I am always particular to notice 
the box. If the cigar does not fit the box I know 
the seller has practiced some deception. He has 
put a different cigar in the box than the one 
called for by the brand. If he is mean enough to 
do this he is mean enough to palm off a poor 
cigar. I am not a cynic in anything; but I have 
noticed one thing in my travels—it is easier for 
„ man to be swindled on cigars than anything 
that grows, runs, or stands still. If the cigar 
man doesn’t know you you get the worst of it. 


The Oldest Engineer in the United States. 
©. PF. Burton, Aurora, III.: I read an article in 
THe TRIBUNE afew weeks ago about Gust Pres- 
ton, the firstengineer who ran out of Chicago, 
Gnd who is still on the Rockford special on the 
Galena division. I can tell you about the oldest 
@nigineer probably in the United States. His 
name is William Mobley, and he lives in my 
town. He runs from Chicago to Geneva Lake, 
Wis., on the Chicago and Northwestern. Mr. 
Mobiey first took charge of a locomotive nearly 
fifty-one years ago. and has been an engineer 
ever since. He is said to have run the first engine 
On the Baltimore and Ohio road, which was one 
Of the first railroads build in this country. In 
those days little basket cars were used ana 
Walking-beam engines, and it took two hours to 
go twelve miles on the old-fashioned strap track. 
If by any mishap the cars jumped off the track 
Mr. Mobiey, who is still a stalwart man, would 
get of his engine and lift them on again. He has 
since run the same engine at the rate of thirty 
miles an hour. 
He carried President William Henry Harri- 
gon’s message from Washington to Baltimore in 
March, 1841, and often carried the Président 
Bimself. During the late war he acted as en- 
gineer for the Federal Government. This veteran 
®ugineer is near 70 years of age, but his figure is 
erect, he is hale and hearty, and his eyesight and 
hbearmeg unimpaired.

Who will have the nerve to stop 
the encore or, if not that, to make it have some 
meaning? It an encore in opera why not in the 
drama? How would it appear if Mr. Booth, in 
response to an encore, should repeat his lines?

The eleventh annual reception of the Art 
Institute, for which cards of invitation have been 
issued for tomorrow evening, will celebrate the 
opening of the new galleries on the fourth floor. 
Walter McEwen, Henry Mosier, and Anna Lea 
Merritt will exhibit collections of their works. 
A loan collection, not yet in place, of important 
pictures owned in Chicago, will also be shown, 
besides a roomful of paintings from the collec- 
tion of Albert A. Munger. In addition to these 
the Art Institute will show for the first time a 
few pictures and tapestries which it has recently 
acquired by purchase or gift. and a few which it 
hopes that some generous citizens may enable it 
to own. Among the latter is a portrait of 
Philip IV. by Velasquez. This liberal-minded 
King and patron of art was painted almost as 
often by Velasquez as was Henry VIII. by Hol- 
bein. Full length, half length, afoot and 
on fiorseback, armed and unarmed, in every 
possibie attitude of kingly dignity this monarch 
with the massive jaw was painted by the great 
master of Spain—by an artist whose transcend- 
ent genius could gild the refined gold of beauty 
and catch the very aew-drop of purity on the 
brow of childish innocence. Discussion of this 
portrait brings one face to face at once with the 
old problem: Is it’ expedient and profitable to 
possess an isolated example of a great man's 
work unless that example represents him at his 
best? Tue present portrait is an extremely 
clever piece of painting; the toningof browns 
and reds in the King’s armor and the curtained 
background is a fine color-harmony devel- 
oped with admirable skill, and the brush 
work is marvelously direct and simple. 
Tue work is a good piece of portraiture; the king 
lives before us, and through his face and bearing 
we gain some insight into his character. But we 
cannot know Velasquez through this portrait; it 
is utterly inadequate to give the student even a 
remote idea of the power of the oid Spaniard’s 
imagination, or the depth, and tenderness, and 
beauty of his sympathy. No one, studying in 
this picture bis first example of Velasquez's work, 
could fail to feel disappointed at the discrepancy 
between the painter’s reputation and this por- 
trait from his hand; A great example of a great 
master is a thing to spend fortunes for and go on 
pilgrimages to see; but a work which came from 
his band at any moment but that ot the highest 
inspiration may be valuable as a supplement to 
a collection of his pictures, but it can only belie 
his genius when it is his sole representative in 
a distant land. Ifthe directors of the institute 
could secure any one of three great paintings by 
Velasquez which now hang at tne Royal Acad- 
emy in London in a loan collection of old mast- 
ers, Chicago would have a Velasquez worthy to 
rank as the jewelin her crown. One of these is 
perennial babyhood in the portrait of a chubby 
and dignified little Spanish Prince; the second 
is a grandee of Spain who has centuries of noble 
blood behind his somber face and martial bear- 
ing; and the third, and most notable of all, is a 
nude Venus as lovely as the legends which cre- 
ated her from the sparkling foam of the sea.

The most important new posession of the 
institute is L' Etoile du Berger,” by Jules 
Breton, which was presented last sum- 
mer by Philip D. Armour. The subject 
is s peasant girl walking over the 
fields at dusk wich a bag of fagots on 
her head—a subject which has been familiarized 
by black-and-white reproductions, The soft 
light of sunset glows in the sky and tinges the 
grassy meadows, outlining the shadowed form of 
the girl in gleaming color. The motive is the 
familiar home-coming sentiment, the rest from 
toil at twilight, whicn has been dear to the world 
ever since Sappho sang her wonderful song to 
Hesperus. The sweet, soft feeling of the hour is 
admirably interpreted by the painter, who is 
becoming of late more poetic and less pictur- 
esque in his treatment of peasant life than in his 
earlier work. 

Another and yet finer Breton is the property 
of P. B. Walker, and will be shown in the loan 
collection. This is a larger canvas. “*L’ Appel du 
Soir,” another twilight subject, idyliic in its 
graceful tenderness and purity. The lovely swing- 
ing pose of the two girls who are calling across 
the wide, dim fields is suggestive of some classic 
pastoral, some old-world rite at eventide, when 
all the realities of life fade off into the vague 
distance, and the gods Whisper strange messages 
into mortel ears. The artist, by color and line 
and atmosphere, by all the subtleties of his craft, 
has e nphasized the weird poetic dreaminess of 
this witching time, and the result is an idyllic 
pastoral of rare beauty, the loveliest picture the 
writer has ever seen from the brush of Jules 
Breton. 

“The Close of Day,“ by Charles H. Davis, has 
become the property of the institute. This 
beautiful Httle picture received high praise last 
autumn as one of the finest landscapes shown 
at the Chicago Exposition, A tavern interior by 
David Col us the gift of John Cudahy. Two or 
three old paintings have been picked up oy the 
directors, the most notable being a compo- 
sition of several figures in the school 
of Paolo Veronese, a victure pleasing in theme, 
softly modulated in color, and delicately ex- 
pressive of its musical subject. 

“ The Lost Pleiad, the well-known marble by 
Story, has been presented by Mrs. Stickney to 
the institute. A soaring figure poised on the 
clouds is the poet-artist’s interpretation of an 
idea difficult to put into marble, an idea too in- 
tangible and airy to be presented without strain 
through any art, perhaps, except the art of 
poetry. Marble clouds have not the vaporous 
quality, and a marbie figure can scarcely soar, 
even for the best-equipped imagination. 


* * 

A room is devoted to the collecuon of Al- 
bert A. Munger, who generously loans nis pict- 
ures to the institute. The most beauti- 
ful of Mr. Munger’s pictures is the 
largest, the wonderful biue dream by 
Michetti entitled “Spring-Time and Love.” An 
ecstasy of color, a riot of life, a supernal vision 
of unutterable joys is this splendid, rich,’ ana 
glowing interpretation of emotions beyond the 
pale of dull mortality, delights beyond the reach 
ot human hearts. Few idyis have ever been 
painted so spontaneous, so simple, so delicate, 
so suggestive, imaginative, and true. One jar- 
ring note in a chord so exquisite would make a 
discord of the whoie, but the painter’s sure sense 
of harmony has saved him from the slightest 
error. A crowd of roilicking figures playing in 
the sun on & hillside that overlooks the calm 
blue of the sea and is canopied by the 
deep blue of the sky—that is all 
there is to the scheme of this picture. 
It is like a garden of orchids—a splendor of 
bloom coming we know not whence, the product 
of air and light unallied with the gray old earth, 
a breath from some diviner planet taking form 
and colorfor our delight. The opportunity to 
see it is a rare and happy privilege. 

Notice of the rest of Mr. Munger's pictures is 
deferred until Tuesday, when the entire loan 
coliection will be reviewed.

At his studio in New York Daniel Chester 
French recently exhibited to a privileged 
few his recently completed colossal statue 
of Starr King. the Unitarian preacher who saved 
California to the Union during the Civil War. 
The statue is to be cast in brouze and erected in 
Golden Gate Park, San Francisco. The subject 
presented unusual difficulties, the hero having 
been snall and unprepossessing in appearance. 
The sculptor is the more to be congratulated, 
therefore. for the majestic impressiveness of the 
figure and the strength of the face, both of which 
are said to be strikingly characteristic of the 
original. To give the slender form amplitude 
the sculptor presents the orator with his over- 
coat on. and uses effectively the lines of the 
double drapery. He stands asif about to speak 
in an attitude of easy unconsciousness, paper in 
hand, and his face inspired by some fine idea. 
The effect of the bronze, complete and in posi- 
tion, cannot fail to be highly impressive,

BUYING LANDS FROM THE INDIANS. 
* 1 


Titles and Claims ta 20,000,000 Acres to 
Be Extinguished. 

St. Louis ‘Glohe-Democrat: The Cherokee 
Commissioners were appointed to “ negotiate 
with the Cherokee Indians and with all 
other Indians owning or claiming lands ly- 
ing west of the 96th degree of longitude in 
the Indian Territory.“ The negotiations 
were to be for the cession to the United 
States of all their title, claim, or interest of 
every kind or character in and to said 
lands.“ 

The clauses quoted are from the law as it 
passed nine months ago. It is not probabie 
that one Congressman in ten realized fully 
what he was voting for. The main idea in 
passing such a law was to enable the Govern- 
ment to acquire and throw open to set- 
tlement the long, narrow strip, or 
„outlet,“ as it is called, of the Cherokees. This 
strip lies along the northern edge of the Indian 
Territory. It is between Kansas and Okla- 
homa. The importance of acquiring the 
strip was urged as the chief argument in 
support of the bill. But the language of the 
act covered a good deal more than the strip 
purchase. It afforded the opportunity for 
opening negotiations to extinguish Indian 
tities to the western two-thirds of the Indian 
Territory. It also opened a way to adjust 
many conflicting and confusing claims be- 
tween the several tribes and the Govern- 
ment. The Administration construed the 
law as it read, and resolved upon negotia- 
tion with all of the tribes holding iands 
“west of 96.“ The Commissioners who 
were chosen to conduct the businessare in- 
structed that their negotiations will be with 
the following tribes for the extinguishment 
of tities or claims to the amounts of land 
specified:

It will not do to take the sum total of these 
amounts as the lands which the Government 
will come into possession of if the Indian 
titles and claims are extinguished. In cases 
part or all of the land upon which one tribe 
has a claim lies within the reservation of 
another. A notable illustration of this is the 
claim of the Cheyennes and Arapahoes. The 
commission is instructed to negotiate with 
those Indians for the relinquisument of their 
claim or title to over 4,000,000 acres the 
most of which is included in the 6,000,000 
acres of the strip or outiet for which the 
commission also treats with the Cherokees. 
The actual amount of land covered by all of 
these Indian claims and titles is about 20,- 
000,000 acres west of 96. 

Of course, there is nothing like that amount 
of surpius to be paid for by the Government. 
The Indians wemselves must be provided 
for first. In their negotiations with each 
tribe the Commissioners are instructed to 
treat for the wiping out of theold claim or 
titie. Then they are to assign a new reserva- 
tion or lands in severaity, as may be found 
best; and finally a pri to be agreed upon 
for the surplus lands. The results reached 
by the commission are subject to approval 
by Congress. 

Of the 20,000,000 acres the titles and 
claims to which are to be extinguished, it is 
probable that irom 5,000,000 to 10,000,000 
will be-required to provide the Indians with 
new reservations or lands in severaity. The 
— 1 for which the Government will be 
called upon to pay in this extinguishment 
of the Indian tities will be between 10,000,000 
and 15.000 000 acres: Round res are 
given, but they will do to illustrate ine mag- 
nitude of the work upon which the Gov- 
ernment has entered through the so-called 
Cherokee mission.
